In an old stone 
castle on the banks of 
the Moldau river, in 
the heart of the 
ancient kingdom of 
Bohemia, lives Al- 
phonse Fiucha, the 
famous painter. 
There he is spending 
the best years of his 
life glorifying, ‘n a 
geries of huge paintings, the Slavic epoch, 
the golden age of the fatherland. 

Like all Bohemians Mucha is intensely pa- 
trlotic, Being a great painter, as well as a 
patriot, it has been the dream of his life to 
pot into form and color the heroic exploits 
of his people, to leave behind him a series of 
paintings which shall not only interpret to 
the rest of the world the Slavic spirit, but 
shall also serve as a constant fountain of in- 
aspiration to the youth of Bohemia. 

Por a long time it was only a dream. To 
‘paint the pictures would take years, and 
Mocha, in spite of his fame as a painter, is 
notarich man. Finally one day in Chicago 
Mocha was describing with true Slavic elo- 
quence his splendid vision. One of his listen-

HAT was several years ago. Mucha 
went back to Bohemia, found his castle 
not far from Prague, and started his monu- 
mental work. Last winter when the painter 
Yieyed Chicago he brought with him photo- 
graphs of four of the great paintings which 
are completed. There are to be sixteen great 
(aavases in all, and every one of the 160,000 
Members of Chicago’s Bohemian colony is 
Waiting eagerly for the last brush stroke, 
Which is promised for 1915. 

A special building in which the paint- 
lags are to be housed and exhibited is to 
be builtin Prague and there Mucha's 
Waster work will have its permanent 
home. But before they are installed there 


it has been arranged to have them all 
shipped to Chicago, where they will be 
@thibited at the Art institute. 

In connection with this Mucha exhibit 
Te Bohemians of Chicago are arranging 
for a comprehensive display of their na- 
tive art. There are likely also to be, if 
the present plans are carried out, a Bohe- 
man musical festival, a great display of 
@ttdoor gymnastics and other national 
arts and sports.

Sir Oliver Allowed No Predis- 
position to Any Idea to Sway 
Him in Research. 


BELIEVES IN CONTINUITY 


Thinks Obscure Phenomena May Be 
Explained if Studied in 
Proper Manner. 


OPINION SIMILAR TO FECHNER’S 


Although the annual address at the British 
association by Sir Oliver Lodge already has 
received consideration here, so important 
and of universal interest is it that further 
quotations will be valued. The subject of 
the great physicist was Continuity.“ for 
which those attached to ancient phrases may 
use immortality, if they choose. 

It is a subject in which men of all creeds 
and all degrees of intelligence are inter- 
ested. It is very important when a man of 
Sir Oliver's accuracy and perspicacity avows 
himself a believer in continuity and uses his 
vast knowledge as a scientist to bulwark his 
inductions. 


He arrives by a different road at the same 
destination reached by Theodor Fechner. 
Fechner leaped to his conviction as the spiri- 
tual investigator ig able to do. No such 
method is open to the scientist. He must 
tread his road slowly and conscientiously, 
never allowing any predisposition for this or 
that idea to turn him aside from the rugged 
path of intellectual integrity. But Sir Oliver 
has traversed this road and reached his high 
altitude by methods which satisfy his per- 
sonal and his scientific conscience. 


Summary of His Argument. 


He has made a summary of his argument. 
It is as follows: 


A marked feature of the present 
scientific ern is the discovery of, 
and imterest in, various kinds of 
atomism; so that continuity seems 
in danger of being lest sight of. 

Another tendency is toward com- 
prehensive negative generalizations 
from a limited point of view. 

Another is to take refuge in 
rather vague forms of statement, 
and to shrink from closer examina- 
tion ef the puzzling and the ob- 
secure, 

Another is to deny the existence 
ef anything which makes no ap- 
peal to organs of sense, and no 
rendy response te laboratory ex- 
periment, 

Against these tendencies the 
author contends. He urges a belief 
im ultimate continuity as essential 
to science; he regards scientific 
Concentration as an inadequate 
basis for philosophie generalization; 
be belleves that obscure phenomena 
may be expressed simply if proper- 
ly faced; and he points out that 
the son-appearance of anything 
perfectiy uniform and omnipresent 
is only what should be expected, 
and is no argument against its real 
substantial existence. 


Quotes Words of Balfour. 

This proves him one of those upper scient- 
ists who redeem academic experimentation 
from that which is barren of all sane inquisi- 
tiveness. He realizes that above man's Um- 
ited capacity for knowledge is the Immeas- 
urable Knowledge before which man must 
not only inquire, but worship, and he quotes 
with enthusiastic admiration the words of 
Mr. Balfour: 

Science depends on measurement, and 
th’ags not measurable are therefore exclud- 
„d. or tend to be excluded from its attention. 
But life, beauty, and happiness are not meas- 
urable.“ 

Sir Oliver has written as a physicist, but 
he has written in the interests of life, beauty, 
and happiness, and of the continuity of these 
priceless things. 

Selection Is the Basis, 

„All intellectual processes are based on 
abstraction,“ he says. For instance, his- 
tory must ignore a great multitude of facts 
in order to treat any intelligently; it selects. 
So does art; and that is why a drawing is 


clearer than reality. Science makes a dia- 


gram of reality, displaying the works, like 
a skeleton clock. Anatomists dissect out the 
nervous system, the blood vessels, and the 
muscles and depict them separately—there 
must be discrimination for intellectual 
grasp—but in life they are all merged and 
codperating together; they do not really 
work separately, though they may be studied 
separately. A scalpel discriminates; a dag- 
ger or a bullet crashes through éverything. 
That is life—or rather death. The laws of 
nature are a diagrammatic framework, an- 
alyzed or abstracted out of the full compre- 
hensiveness of reality. ; 

Hence it is that science has no authority 
in denials. To deny effectively needs much 
more comprehensive knowledge than to 
assert. And abstraction is essentially not 
comprehensive; one cannot have it both 
ways. Science employs the methods of ab- 
etraction and thereby makes its discoveries. 

Pursue Physical Energy Laws, 

The reason why some physiologists insist 
so strenuously on the vali.ity and self gu- 
ciency of the laws of physics and chemistry, 
and resist the temptation to appeal to un- 
known causes—even though the guiding in- 
fluence and spontaneity of living things are 
occasionally conspicuous as well as mor- 
plicable—is that they are keen to do their 
proper work; and their proper work is to pun 
sue the laws of ordinary physical energy into 
the intricacies of ‘colloidal electrolytic struc- 
tures of great chemical complexity’ and to 
study its behavior there.

The st. Louis and Chicago limited train, due 
to arrive in Chicago at 6 o'clock, was speed- 
ing, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, from Grant 
Park toward Sollitt, which is a small way 
station immediately north. 


Train Strikes Auto at High Speed. 
The engineer whistled for a grade crossing 
at a bend in the track, where also was a 
siding upon which a long southbound freight 
was waiting. Suddenly he saw an automo- 
bile with four occupants lurch at a high 
rate of speed around the end of the freight. 
He pulled frantically at his bell cord and set 
his emergency brakes. At the same time the 
driver of the auto made a frantic effort to 
veer off his car. The blow came, however, 
almost squarely in the middle of the car. 
The train had not perceptibly slackened its 
scheduled speed of forty miles an hour. 

The occupants of the automobile were Scat - 
tered along 100 feet of the right of way. 
The machine itself was torn to pleces. The 
driver, Orvis Clapsaddle, a well to do farmer, 
was thrown to one side of the track, while the 
occupants of the tonneau, his wife and two 
children, with whom he was returning fröm 
an outing, were thrown on the other side. 


Passengers Heip Gather Victims 
The train was stopped almost within its 
own length and the passengers and crew 
gathered up the four victims, all of whom 
wer? unconscious, and put them in the bag- 
gage car. Mary was dead before the train 
got under way for a record run to Chicago 
Heights, to which notice had been telephoned 
to prepare for the reception of the injured. 
At Chicago Heights the victims were rushed 
to St. James’ hospital in an automobile ambu- 
lance. Grace was dead when the hospital 
was reached. 

Mrs. Clapsaddie was found to have incurred 
fractures of both legs and also to have an in- 
jured spine. After a consultation she was 
rushed to the operating table. Both legs 
were amputated at the hip. At a late hour 
last night she had not yet recovered from the 
aneesthetics and shock. 

Mr. Clapsaddle is terribly bruised and at 
times delirious. The doctors said his in- 
juries are confined to the shock and to a ter- 
rible shaking up,

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 13.—E. A. Hanley, 
president of Franklin college, who is here, 
today in a signed statement admitted that he 
had switched and spanked his father at the 
latter’s home on account of ill treatment of 
his mother. 

“For twenty-five years,“ Prof. Hanley 
said, ‘‘I have kept my hands off of my father, 
but when I learned he had called my mother 
by an unspeakable name, and wished she 
were ‘in hell’ I could not stand it any longer. 

I don't think I hurt him seriously. I tried 
not to do so. I did not strike him with my 
fist, nor did I use a club. I wanted to be 
severe enough to warn him for. all future 
time, but not violent enough to injure him.“ 

Tells of Mother’s Sacrifices, 

The statement tells of an overpowering 
love of hia mother, bitterly regrets the sor- 
rowful deed,” professes love for his father ia 
spite H all, and w onders if his action in whip- 
ping his father il destroy his further use- 
fulness. It Gontinues: 

“1 have deen brought to this sorrowful 
deed by his (tle father’s) long continucd 
crueity to my r.other. I owe everything t- 
my mother. When I was a boy my father 
wcould want me to leave school in order to 
help in the work of the farm, and mother haz 
picked the apples or gathcred a load of corn 
that I might not miss a day from school. Her 
sympathy and prayers have followed me 
every step of my life, and year by year I have 
geen ber spirits droop; I have seen her de- 
prived of all reasonable privileges until aue 
wished for death. 


Loves Dad in Spite of All. 

In spite ct everything I still love my fa- 
ther and I will glagly do anything to help 
him.

U. S. FROWNS ON IMPROVING 
SOUTH PARK WATER FRONT. 


Congressman Britten Says War Depart- 
ment Will Not Recommend Sixteenth 
to Sixty-third Street Alterations. 


Washington, D, C., Sept. 13.—(Special.]— 
As a resuit of an interview with Gen. W. H. 
Bixby, former chief of engineers, U. S. A..

“ Then there is a difference of opinion on 
whether the income tax collectors shuuid 
be placed on the olvil service lists or appointed 
by the secretary of the treasury. I belivve 
the secretary of the treasury should name 
the coliectors and am responsible for that 
clause in the bill. 


Favors Retalatory Clause. 

“An effort is to be made to have a small 
tax put on sugar and wool. An attempt also 
will be made to restore in the bill the retali- 
atory clause that will permit the refusal of 
surplus goods dumped on the country by 
foreign merchants. The II note Manufac- 
turers’ association urged me to propose this 
clause. It was put on in the caucus, but 
killed in the senate. It has many supporters 
in the house and may be agreed on in con- 
ference. It is important, I am told, to states 
bordering Canada as well as those on the 
Atlantic seaboard, particularly of the south, 
whic do businets direct with South and 
Central America.”

WILL START NEXT MONTH. 


Minister Declares Charges Against 
Him Are Ridiculous. 


Charles J. Vopicka, the Chicago brewer 
named as United States minister to the 
Balkan states by President Wilson, returned 
yesterday from his summer residence in 
Michigan. He conferred at once with United 
States Senator J. Hamilton Lewis. 

The senator told the new diplomat he had 
been asked by Secretary of Kate Bryan to 
urge him to prepare to go to his post as soon 
as possible. Many natives of the Balkans 
who are American citizens and who went 
to their old homes to participate in the re- 
cent war want to return to America to avoid 
conscription for future wars. 

The former minister had left the post and 
Mr. Vopicke’s presence is necessary, Senator 
Lewis told him, to settle any differences 
which may arise between naturalized Amer- 
loans and the governments of |e Balkans, 


Vopicka Replies to Accusera, 

Mr. Vopicka, who is nursing a sprained 
ankle, said he would attempt to get away 
early in October. In the presence of the 
senator he answered in a general way the 
charges made by opponents to his appoint- 
ment that his brewery owns a dozen dis- 
erderly saloons. 

Although the fight is over,“ he said, “I 
desire to say that my brewery does not own 
a single saloon. The secretary ot the com- 
pany will make affidavit to that effect. We 
sometimes advance fixtures to a saloon- 
keeper, or ald him to pay his first license, but 
this money is refunded within six months.

FOUR MEN IN CONTROL. 


Wooden Tombstone Dragged Into 
House to Illustrate Argu- 
ment of Member. 


Washington, D C., Sept. 13.—A wooden 
tombstone, 7 feet tail and 4 feet square. was 
dragged in on the floor of the house today to 
illustrate an ‘argument by Representative 
Smith of Minnesota. that the administration 
currency hill would put the industry, labor, 
at: culture, and commerce of the (United 
States under the control of four men ap; 
pointed by the party in power. 

On the base of the monument were painted 
seven circles, representing the seven mem- 
bers of the federal reserve board proposed 
by the bill. 

Of thece, four—the secretary of agriculture, 
secretary of the treasury, and the controller 
of the currency, with a fourth member se- 
lected by them—would control the board, ac- 
cording to Mr. Smith. They would change, 
he said, with each administration and make 
the board a partisan political institution. 


Shows Sixty-nine Functions. 

On the shaft of the monument were painted 
sixty-nine different functions described by 
Mr. Smith as the powers of the federal re- 
serve board. 

While indorsing the principles of the bill 
Mr. Smith opposed the placing of such large 
powers in the hands of the board. 

What I contend for is the substitution of 
non-partisan, non-political control for con- 
trol by banks,” he said. The great political 
power which Presidert Jackson saw in the 
First and Second National banks of his day 
were mere pygmies when compared to the 
gigantic power imposed upon the federal re- 
serve board, and which, by the proposed bill, 
is made the prize of each national election. 

Opposed to “Political Tool.” 

“If a method or means can be evolved by 
which the guvernment can maintain control 
and regulation of the banxing and currency 
system and at the same time prevent it 


from becoming a tol and instrument of 


political pressure and party expediency, t 
would be a decided improvement over the 
measure now before the house.“ 

A general attack on the method of putting 
the bill through the house was made by Rep- 
resentative Calloway of Texas, Democrat, 
who protested vigorously against “ following 
Wilson and Bryan blindly.” 


General Debate Wound Up. 

Th» house tonight wound up four days of 
Gene: al debate on the administration curren- 
cy bill. Republicans and Progressives criti- 
c.sed the measure on various po.nts and 
Democrats lauded it as the means of evolving 
@ safe, solid financial system. 

The Republicans devoted themselves to at- 
tack'ng four principal points regarding the 
measure. First, they condemned the secret 
committee meetings and the secret Demo- 


, cratic caucus which handled the measure. 


Progressives also found this an inspiring 
theme. Second, the scheme of making the 
banks of the country subscribe capita! and 
deposits for the conduct of the proposed fed- 
er serve banks was condemned. Third, the 

powers given the federal reserve board 
were deplored and it was charged that the 
board would become a political asset. Fourth, 
the fact that the proposed new currency is to 
be in the nature of a government obligation, 
although issued by the banks, was accepted 
as making possible a demand on the gold re- 
serve in the treasury such as characterized 
the Cleveland administration. 

Several Democrats joined with the minority 
in their attacks on the methods under which 
the bill was framed, but all announced that 
they would accept the judgment of the party 
and vote for the bill.

Issue Taken Into Court. 

When the city officials heard of that report 
the local transportation committee had the 
council adopt an amendment to the code re- 
quiring universal transfers. The North- 
western elevated obtained an injunction re- 
straining the city from enforcing the ordi- 
nance. The city attempted to have the in- 
junction dissolved, but Judge Baldwin ruled 
against the municipality. An appeal has 
been taken to the Supreme court, but Mr. 
Insull indicates that the transfers will be 
given before that tribunal rules upon the 
issues involved. 

The trust agreement under the Massachu- 
setts plan is legally not a merger or consoli- 
dation of the elevated corporations, accord- 
ing to the way the aldermen understand the 
Baldwin decision, so they have little hope 
that the Supreme court will rule in favor 
of the city. 


Attempting to Force Through Routes, 
The aldermen were attempting to force 
through routes and universal transfers when 
the elevated officials asserted it would be 
necessary to remodel parts of the loop, 
and the city at the same time withheld 
authority to do this work. It was at that 
point THE TRIBUNE started ite campaign.

The passing of the sixty-third anniversa- 
ry of the birth of Bugene Field has aroused 
interest and provoked surprised comment 
throughout the country, end especially in 
Chicago, that nearly eighteen years after 
his death no appropriate monument has been 
erected to his memory. A formal headstone 
bearing the inscription:

Died Nov. 4, 1895.

The cost of saving a baby's life In Chicago 
during the last summer was $19.28, according 


to the computation of Health Commissioner 


Young. 
In pointing out the slight increase in infan- 
tile deaths this year, despite the record 


breaking heat and natural increase in pepu- 


lation, the health commissioner observes: 
“It isa wise city which recognizes the full 
depth of its obligations to its child citizens— 
and acts accordingly. Great, hustling, 
bustling Chicago is awakening slowly.” 
The excess over the normal summer of 


1912 for the entire city was 10.8 per cent, 


whereas in the years before baby saving cam- 


paigns were inaugurated a different tale 


was told by the statistics. 


Summer Service Effective,

U. S. Attorney Files Reply to Ap- 
peal of Convicted: Unionists. 


DOCUMENT NOT LENGTHY. 


Court Will Meet in Chicago Next 
Month te Arrange Hearings. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 13.—United States 
Attorney Charles W. Miller today added an- 
Other volume to the immense records of the 
dynamite conspiracy trials when he forward- 
ed 725 pages constituting the government's 
brief in the appeal of the case by the con- 
victed dynamiters to the United States Court 
of Appeals at Chicago. 

It is a remarkably brief document ip rela- 
tion to other records in the cases. the evi- 
dence given in the trials last winter alone 
filling 27,000 pages and the defendants’ bill 
of exceptions constituting five huge volumes, 
totaling 6,000 pages. 

The government's brief is more than half 
devoted to a complete restatement of the 
dynamite conspiracy and the part each of the 
thirty-one convicted defendants played in it. 

Government’s Case Reviewed. 

It then gives the government's argument 
against the error alleged by the defense in 
the consolidation of the trials against the 


— 


| thirty-three defendants; sets out the gov- 
ernment’s refutation of the objection to ad- 
mission of testimony by Ortie E. McManigal 
and Edward Clarke, whom the defense would 
have excluded as co-consp'rators; and sup- 
ports the instructions by Judge Anderson to 
the jury as having been faultless. 

Of the nearly (fty mea involved in the 
‘ndictmenis returned last year thirty-three 
were found gullty and thirty-one were sen- 
tenced to terms in Leavenworth prison, two 
being released on parole by the court. 


Appeal Comes Up Next Month. 

The bill of exceptions was filed in Chicago 
Aug. 23 and Mr. Miller at once began prep- 
aration of the government's brief. 

The Court of Appeals will meet in Chicago 
on the first Tuesday in October, when the 
date of the oral arguments in the appeal of 
the dynamiting cases will be set. Only thirty 
of the thirty-three convicted men are in- 
volved in the appeal, Herbert S. Hockin, 
former secretary of the International Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, having dis- 
missed his appeal from his sentence to six 
years in prison, while Edward E. Phillips and 
Charles Wademelister were released on pa- 
role.

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testimony, is that for all the terrestrial mani- 
festations of life the ordinary physical and 
chemical processes have to serve. There are 
not new laws for living matter, and old laws 
for non-living; the laws are the same; or, 
if ever they differ, the burden of proof rests 
on him who sustains the difference. The 
conservation of energy, the laws of chemical 
combination, the laws of electric currents, 
of radiation, etc.—all the laws of chemistry 
and physics—may be applied without hesita- 
tion in the organic domain. Whether they 
are sufficient is open to question, but as far 


as they go they are necessary; and it is the | 
business of the physiologist to seek out and | 


demonstrate the action of those laws in every 
vital action. 


What Physiology Is. 


This is clearly recognized by the leaders. 
and in the definition of physiology by Burdon 
Sanderson he definitely limited it to the study 
of ‘ascertainable characters of a chemical 
and physical type. In his Address to the 
Subsection of Anatomy and Physiology’ at 
York in 1881 he spoke as follows: 

it would give you a true idea of the na- 
ture of the great advance which took place 
of this century if I were 
to define it as the epoch of the death of vi- 
talism Before that time even the greatest 
of biologists—e. g. J. Miiller—recognized that 
the knowledge biologists possessed both of 
vital and physical phenomena was insuffl- 
cient to refer te common measure. The 
method, therefore was to study the processes 
of life in relation to each other only.» Since 
that time it has become fundamental in our 
acience not to regardany vital process as un- 
derstood at all unless it can be brought into 
relation with physical standards, and the 
methods of physiology have been based ex- 
elusivey on this principle. The most efficient 
cause (conducing to the change) was the 
progress which had been made in physics and 
chemistry, and particularly those investiga- 
tions which led to the establishment of the 
doctrine of the conservation of energy. 

* ‘Investigators who are now working with 
guch earnestness in all parts of the world 
for the advance of physiology, have before 
them a definite and well understood purpose, 
that purpose being to acquire an exact know!l- 
edge of the chemical and physical processes 
ef animal life and of the self acting machin- 
ery by which they are regulated for the gen- 
eral good of the organism. The more singly 
and straightforwardiy we direct our efforts 
to these ends, the sooner we shall attain to 
the still higher purpose—the effectual! appli- 
gation of our knowledge for the increase of 
bumen happiness. 


Vitalist Only in a Sense. 

“ Prof. Gotch, whose recent losa we have 
to deplore, puts it more strongly. _ 

It is essentially unscientific,’ he says, 
*to aay that any physiological phenomenon 
is caused by vital force.’ 

I observe that by some critics I have been 
called a vitalist, and in a sense Iam; but! 
am not a vitalist if vitaliem means an appeal 
to an undefined ‘vital force’ (an objec- 
tionable term I have never thought of using) 
as against the laws of chemistry and physics. 
Those laws must be supplemented, but need 
by no means be superseded. The business 
of acience ig to trace out their mode of action 
everywhere, as far and as fully as possible; 
and it is a true instinct which resents the 
medieval practice of freely introducing spir- 
itual and unknown causes into working sci- 
ence. In science an appeal to occult qual- 
ities must be illegitimate, and be a barrier 
to experiment and research generally; as, 
when anything ie called an act of God—and 
when no more is said. The occurrence is left 
unexplained. Asan ultimate statement such 
a phrase may be not only true but universal 
im its application. But there are always prox- 
imate explanations which may be looked for 
and discovered with patience. So, lightning, 
earthquakes, and other portents are reduced 
to natural causes. No ultimate explanation 
ia ever attained by science; proximate ex- 
planations only. They are what it exists for, 

an dit is the business of scientific men to seek 
them. 


Action of Osmosis. 


Jo attribute the rise of sap to vital force 
would be absurd. 
the problem and stating nothing at all. 
The way in which osmosis acts to produce the 
remarkable and surprising effect is discover- 
able and has been discovered. 

So it is always in science, and its progress 
began when unknown causes were elimi- 
nated and treated as nonexistent. Those 
causes, so far as they exist, must establish 
their footing by direct investigation and 
research; carried on in the first instance 
apart from the long recognized branches of 
science, until the time when they, too, have 
become sufficiently definite to be entitled to 
be called scientific. Outlandish territories 
may in time be incorporated as states, but 
they must make their claim good and become 
efvilized first. 

“Tt is well for people to understand this 
definite limitation of scope quite clearly. 
else they wrest the splendid work of biolo- 
gists to their own corfusion—helped, it is 
true, by a few of the more robust or less 
responsible thegrizers, among those who 
should be better informed and more care- 
fully critical im their philosophizing utter- 
ances. 


Some Oauses Must Be Postulated. 

“But, as is well known, there are more 
than a few biologists who, when taking a 
broad survey of their subject, clearly per- 
ceive and teach that before all the actions of 
living things are fully. explained, some 
hitherto excluded causes must be postulated. 
Ever since the time of J. R. Mayer it has been 
becoming more and more certain that, as re- 
gards performance of work, a living thing 
obeys the laws of physics, like everything 
etse; but undoubtedly it initiates processes 
and produces results that without it could 
not have occurred—from a bird’s nest to a 
honeycomb, from a deal box to a warship. 
The behavior of a ship tiring shot and shell 
is explicable in terms of energy, but the dis- 
crimination which it exeroises between friend 
and foe is not so explicable. There is plenty 
of physics and chemistry and mechanics 
about every vital action, but fora complete 
understanding of it something beyond physics 
and chemistry is needed. 

And life introduces an incalculable ele- 
ment, The vagaries of a fire or d cyclone 
eould all be predicted by Laplace’s calculator, 


It would be giving up 


given the initial positions, velocities, and the 
law of acceleration of the molecules, but no 
mathematician could calculate the orbit of a 
ccmmon house fly. A physicist into whose 
galvanometer a spider had crept would be 
liable to get phenomena of a kind quite in- 
explicable until he discovered the super- 
natural, i. e., literally superphysical, cause. 
I will risk the assertion that life introduces 
something incalculable and purposeful amid 
the laws of physics; it thus distincttly sup- 
plements those laws, though it leaves them 
otherwise precisely as they were and obeys 
them all. 


Creation of Organic Life. 

„We see only its effect. we do not see life 
itself. Conversion of inorganic into organic 
is effected always by living organisms. The 
conversion under those conditions certainly 
occurs. and the process may be studied. Life 
appears necessary to the conversion, which 
clearly takes place under the guidance of life, 
though in itself it is a physical and chemical 
process. Many laboratory conversions take 
place under the guidance of life, and, but 
for the experimenter, would not have oc- 
curred. 

‘‘ Again, petrefaction, and fermentation, 
and purification of rivers, and disease, are 
not purely and solely chemical processes. 
Chemica] processes they are, but they are 
initiated and conducted by living organisms. 
Just when medicine is becoming biological, 
and when the hope of making the tropical 
belt of the earth healthily habitable by ener- 
getic races is attracting the attention of peo- 
ple of power, philosophising biologists should 
not attempt to give their science away to 
chemistry and physics. Sections D and H 
and I and K are not really subservient toA 
and B. Biology is an independent science, 
and it is served, not dominated, by chemistry 
and physics. 


Superstition and Science. 

“ Scientific men are hostile to superstition, 
and rightly 80, for a great many popular 
superstitions are both annoying and con- 
temptible; yet oocasionaly the term may be 
wrongly applied to practices of which the 
theory is unknown. To a superficial observ- 
er some of the practises of the biclogists 
themselves must appear grossly supersti- 
tious. To combat malaria Sir Ronald Ross 
does not indeed erect an altar; no, he oils a 
pond, making libation to ite presiding genil. 
What can be more ludicrous than the curi- 
ous and evidently savage ritual insisted on 
by United States officers at that hygienically 
splendid achievement, the Panama canal 
the ritual of punching 4 hole in every dis- 
carded tin, with the object of keeping off dis- 
ease! What more absurd, again—in superfi- 
clal appearance—than the practice of burn- 
ing or poisoning a sol] to make it tra 
fertile! 

Biologists in their proper field are splendid, 
and their work arouses keen interest and en- 
thusiasm in all whom they guide into their 
domain. Most of them do their work by in- 
tense concentration, by narrowing down their 
scope, not by taking a wide survey or acom- 
prehensive grasp. Suggestions of broader 
views and outlying flelds of knowledge seem 
foreign to the intense worker, and he resents 
them. For his own purpose he wishes to ig- 
nore them, and practically he may be quite 
right. The folly of negation is not his, but 


+ belongs to those who misinterpret or misap- 


ply hia utterances and take him as a guide 
in a region where, for the time at least, he is 
a stranger. Not by such aid is the universe 
in its broader aspects to be apprehended. If 
people in general were better acquainted with 
science they would not make these mistakes. 
They would realise both the learning and 
the lim#Hations, make use of the one ani 
allow for the other, and not take the recipe 
of a rractical worker for a formula where- 
with to interpret the universe. 


Studying Life’s Chemical Aspects. 

Wat appears to be quite certain is that 
there tan be no terrestrial manifestation of 
life without matter. Hence naturally they 
say, or they approve auch sayings as: ‘I dis- 
cern in matter the promise and potency of all 
forms of life.’ Of all terrestrial manifesta- 
tions of ite, certainly. How else could it 
manifest itself save through matter? ‘I 
detect nothing in the organism but the laws 
of chemistry and physics,’ it is said. Very 
well; naturally enough. That is what they 
are after; they are studying the physical 
and chemical aspects or manifestations of 
life. But life itself—life and mind and con- 
sciousness—they are not studying, and they 
exclude them from their purview. Matter is 
what appeals to our senses here and now; 
materialism is appropriate to the material 
world; not as a philosophy but as a working 
creed, as a proximate and immediate formula 
for guiding research. Everything beyond 
that belongs to another region, and must be 
reached by other methods. To explain 
the psychical in terms of physics and chem- 
istry is simply impossible; hence there is a 
tendency to deny its existence, save as an 
epiphenomenon. But all such philosophizing 
ig unjustified, and is really bad metaphysics. 


5 Appeal to Direct Experience. 

So, if ever, in their enthusiasm, scientific 
workers go too far, and say that the things 
they exclude from Study have no existence 
in the universe, we must appeal against 
them to direct experience. We ourselves are 
alive, we possess life, and mind, and con- 
sciousness; we have first hand experience 
of these things quite apart from laboratory 
experiments. They belong to the common 
knowledge of the race. Births, deaths, and 
marriages are not affairs of the biologist, but 
of humanity; they went on before a single 
one of them was understood, beforea vestige 
of science existed. We ourselves are the 
laboratory in which men of science, psychol- 
ogists, and others make experiments. They 
can formulate our processes of digestion, and 
the material concomitants of willing, of sen- 
sation, of thinking; but the hidden guiding 
entities they do not touch. 

80, also, if any philosopher tells you that 
you do not exist, or that the externa! world 
does not exist, or that you are an autematon 
without free will, that all your actions ara 
determined by outside causes, and that you 
are not reaponsible—or that a body cannot 
move out of its place, or that Achilles cannot 
cateh a tortoige-—then in all those cases ap- 
peal must be made to twelve average men, 
unsophisticated by special studies. There 
is always a danger of error in interpreting 
experience or in drawing inferences from it; 
but in a matter of bare fact, based on our own 
first hand experience, we are able to give 
a verdict. 


Consciousness and Will Realities. 

We may be mistaken as to the nature of 
what we see. Stars may look to us like 
bright specks in @ dome, but the fact that 
we see them admits of no doubt. 80 also 
consciousness and will are realities of which 
we are directly aware, just as directly as 
we are of motion and force, just as clearly 
as we apprehend the philosephiaing utter- 
ances of an agnostic. The process of seeing 
the plain man does not understand: he does 
mot recognize that it is a method of ethereal] 
telegraphy; he knows nothing of the ether 
and its ripples, nor of the retina and its rods 
end cones, nor ef nerve and brain processes: 
but he sees and he hears and he touches, 
and he wills, and he thinks, and is conscious. 
This is not an geppeal to the mob, as against 
the philosopher; it is an appeal to the expe- 
rience of untold ages, as against the studies 
of a generation. 

“ How consciousness became associated 
with matter, how life exerts guidance over 
chemical and physical forces, how mechan- 


} ical motions are translated inte sensations— 


all these things are puzsling and demand 
long study. But the fact that these things 
are so admits of no doubt; and difficulty of 


explanation is no argument against them. 
The blind man restored to sight had no opin- 
ion as to how he was healed. nor could he 
vouch for 
but he plainly knows that whereas he was 
blind now he sees. About that fact he is 
the best possible judge So it is also witb 
‘this main miracle that thou art thou, with 
power on thine own act and on the world.’ 


Life and Mind in Science. 

But although life and mind may be ex- 
cluded from physiology, they are not ex- 
cluded from science. Of course not. It is 
not reasonable to say that things necessarily 
elude investigation merely because we do 
not knock against them. Yet the mistake 
is sometimes made. The ether makes no 
appeal to sense; therefore some are begin- 
ning to say that it does not exist. Mind is 
occasionally put into the same predicament. 
Life is not detected in the laboratory, save 
in ite physical and chemical manifestations; 
but we may have to admit that it guides 
proceases nevertheless. It may be called a 
catalytic agent. 

“To understand the action of life itself, 
the simplest plan is not to think of a micre- 
scopic organism, or any unfamiliar animal, 
but te make use of our own experience as 
living beings. Any positive instance serves 
to stem a comprehensive denial; and if the 
reality of mind and guidance and plan is 
denied because they make no appeal to sense, 
then think how the world would appear to 
an observer to whom the existence of men 
was unknown and undiscoverable, while yet 
all the laws and activities of nature went on 
as they do now. 


Leaving Man Out of It. 

“ Suppese, tuen, that man made no appeal 
to the senses of an observer of this planet. 
Suppose an outside observer could see all the 
events occurring in the world, save only 
that he could not see animals or men. He 
would describe what he saw much as we have 
to describe the activities initiated by life. 

“If he looked at the Firth of Forth, fer 
instance, he would see piers arising in the 
water, beginning to sprout, reaching across 
in strange manner till they actually join or 
are joined by pieces attracted up from below 
to complete the circuit—a solid circuit round 
the current. He would see a sort of bridge 
or filament thus constructed from one shore 
to the other, and across this bridge insect- 
like things crawling and returning for no 
very obvious reason. 

“ Or let him look at the Nile, and recog- 
nize the meritorious character of that river 
in promoting the growth of vegetation in the 
desert. Then let him see a kind of untoward 
crystallisation growing across and begin- 
ning to dam the beneficent stream. Blocks 
Ay to their places by some kind of polar 
forces; ‘we cannot doubt that it is by 
helio or other tropism. There is no difficulty 
about supply of energy—none whatever 
materials in tin cans are consumed which 
amply account for all the energy, and all 
the laws of physics are obeyed. 


Preposterous Idea. 

“The absence of any design, too, is mani- 
feat; for the effect of the structure is to flood 
an area upstream which might have been 
useful, and to submergé a structure of some 
beauty; while down stream its effect is like- 
ly to be worse, for it would block the course 
of the river and waste it on the desert, were 
it not that fortunately some leaks develop 
and a sufficient supply still goes down—eoes 
down in fact more equably than before; so 
that the ultimate result is beneficial to vege- 
tation and simulates intention. 

“If told concerning either of these struc- 
tures that an engineer, a designer in London, 
called Benjamin Baker, had anything to do 
with it. the Idea would be preposterous. One 
conclusive argument a final against such a 
superstitious hypotheslse—he is not there, and 
a thing plainly cannot act where it is not. 
But although we, with our greater advan- 
tages, perceive that the right solution for 
such an observer would be the recognition of 
some unknown agency or agent, it must be 
admitted that an explanation in terms of a 
vague entity called vital force would be use- 
lesa, and might be so worded as to be mislead- 
ing; whereas a statement in terms of me- 
chanics and physice could be clear and def 
nite and true as far as it went, though it must 
necessarily be incomplete. 


Interaction of Mind and Matter. 

“And note that what we observe, in such 
understood cases, is an interaction of mind 
and matter; not parallelism, nor epiphenom- 
enalism, nor anything strained or difficult, 
but a straightforward utilization of the prop- 
erties of matter and energy for purposes 
conceived in the mind and executed by mus 
cles guided by acts of will. 

But. it will be said. this is unfdir, for 
we know that there is design in the Forth 
bridge or the Nile dam; we have seen the 
plans and understand the agencies at work; 
we know that it was conceived and guided 
by life and mind; it is unfair to quote this as 
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though it could simulate an automatic 
process. 

Not at all, say the extreme school of 
biologsts whom I am criticising, or ought to 
say if they were consistent; there is nothing’ 
but chemistry and physics at work any- 
where; and the mental activity apparently 
demonstrated by those structures is only an 
illusion, an epiphenomenon; the laws of 
chemistry and physics are supreme, and they 
are sufficient to account for everything! 

Well, they account for things up to a 
point; they account in part for the color ofa 
sunset, for the majesty of a mountain peak, 
for the glory of animate existence. But do 
they account for everything completely? 
Do they account for our own feeling of joy 
and exaltation, for our sense of beauty, for 
the manifest beauty existing throughout na- 
ture? Do not these things suggest something 
higher and nobler and more joyous, some- 
thing for the sake of which all the struggle 
for existence goes on? 


Orthodox Explanations Partial, 

“Surely there must be a deeper meaning 
involved in natural objects. Orthodox en- 
planations are only partial, though true as 
far as they go. When we examine each parti- 
colored pinnule in a peacock’'s tall, or hair 
In a zebra’s hide, and realize that the vary- 
ing shades on each are so placed ag to con- 
tribute to the general design and pattern, it 
becomes exceedingly dificult to explain how 
this organised cotperation of parts, this har- 
monious distribution of pigment celle has 
come about on merely mechanical! principles. 

“Tt would be as easy to explain the sprout- 
ing of the cantilevers of the Forth bridge 
from its piers or the flocking of the stones of 
the Nile dam by chemiotaxis. Flowers attract 
insects for fertilization; and fruit tempts 
animals to eat it in order to carry seeds. But 
these explanations cannot be final. Wehave 
still to explain the insects. So much beauty 
cannot be necessary merely to attract their 
attention. 

We have further to explain this competi- 
tive striving towards life. Why do things 
struggle to exist? Surely the effort must have 
some significance, the development some aim 
We thus reach the problem of existence itself 
and the meaning of evolution. 


What Use Is Beauty? 

“The mechanism whereby existence en- 
trenches itself is manifest, or at least has 
been to a large extent discovered. Natural 
selection ts a vera causa, so far as it goes: 
but if so much beauty is necessary for in- 
sects, what about the beauty of a landscape 
or of clouds? What utilitarian object do those 
subserve? Beauty in general is not taken 
into account by science. Very well; that ng y 
be all right, but it exists nevertheless. Itts 
not my function to discuss it. No; but it is 
my function te remind you and myself 
that our studies do not exhaust the universe, 
and that if we dogmatize in a negative direc- 
tion, and say that we can reduce everything 
to physics and chemistry, we gibbet ourselves 
as ludicrously narrow pedants, and are fall- 
ing far shert of the richness and fullness of 
our human birthright. How far preferable 
la the reverent attitude of the eastern poet: 

“ The world with eyes bent upon thy feet stands in 
awe with all its silent stare. 

“ SuperficiaHy and physically we are very 
limited. Our sense organs are adapted tothe 
observation of matter; and nothing else di- 
rectly appeals to us. Our nerve-muscle-sys- 
tem is adapted to the production of motion in 
matter, in desired ways: and nothing else 
in the material world can we accomplish.” 


Equipment for Life. 

‘Our brain and nerve systems connect us 
with the rest of the physical world. Our 
senses give us information about the move- 
ments and arrangements of matter. Our 
muscles enable us to produce changes in those 
diatributions. That is our equipment for hu- 
man life; and human history is a record of 
what we have done with these parsimonious 
privileges. 

“Our brain, which by some means yet to 
be discovered connects us with the rest of the 
material world., has been thought partially 
to disconnect us from the mental and spirit- 
val realm, to which we really belong, but 
from which for a time and for practical pur- 
poses we are isolated. Our common or o- 
cial association with matter gives us certain 
opportunities and facilities, combined with 
obstacles and difficulties which are them- 
gel ves opportunities for struggle and effort. 

Through matter we become aware of each 
other, and can communicate with those of 
our fellows who have ideas sufficiently like 
our own for them to be stimulated into ac- 
tivity by a merely physical process set in ac- 
tion by ourselves. By a timed succession of 
vibratory movements [as in speech and mu- 
sic], or by a static distribution of materials 
las in writing, painting. and sculpture], we 


‘can carry on intelligent intercourse with our 


fellows; and we get so used to these ingenious 
and roundabout methods, that we are apt to 
think ef them and their like as not only the 
natural but as the only possible modes of 
communication, and that anything more di- 


rect would disarrange the whole fabric of act- 
ence. o 

“Tt is clearly true that our bedies consti- 
tute the normal means of manifesting our- 
selves to each other while on the planet; and 
that if the physiological mechanism whereby 
we accomplish material acts is injured, the 
conveyance of our meaning and the display 
of our personality inevitably and correspon4- 
ingly suffer. ; 

So conspicuousiy is this the ease that it 
has been possible to suppose that the oom- 
municating mechanism, formed and worked 
by us, is the whole of our existence; and that 
we are essentially nothing but the machinery 
by which we are known. We find the ma- 
chinery utilising nothing but well known 
forma ef energy, and subject to all the laws 
of chemistry and physice—it would be strange 
if it were not eo—and from that fact we try 
to draw valid deductions as to our nature, and 
as to the impossibility of our existing apart 
from and independent of these temporary 
modes of material activity and manifesta- 
tion. 

We eo uniformly employ them, in our pres- 
ent circumstances, that we should be on our 
guard against deception due to this very uni- 
formity. Material bodies are all that we have 
any control ever, are all that we are experi- 
mentally aware of; anything that we can do 
with these is open to ua; any conclusions we 
can draw about them may be legitimate and 
true. But to step outside their province and 
to deny the existence of any other region 
because we Have no sense orga for its ap- 
preciation or because it is too uniformly 
omnipresent for our ken, is to wrest our ad- 
vantages and privileges from their proper 
use and apply them to our own misdirection. 


Evolution a Great Reality. 
“ But if we have learned from science that 
evolution, is real, we have learned a great 
deal, I must not venture to philosophize, 


but certainly from the point of view of aci-, 


ence, evolution is a great reality. Surely 
evolution is not an illusion; surely the uni- 
verse progresses in time. Time and space and 
matter are abstractions, but are none the less 
real; they are data given by experience, and 
time ia the keystone of evolution. *‘ Thy cen- 
turies follow each ether, perfecting a mall 
wild flower.’ . 

We abstract from living, moving reality 
a certain static aspect, and we call it matter; 
we ebsatract the element of progressiveness 
and we call ittime. When these two abstrac- 
tion combine, coiperate, interact, we get 
reality again. It is like Poynting’s theorem. 

The only way to refuse or confuse the 
theory of evolution is to introduce the sub- 
jJectivity of time. That theory involves the 
reality of time, and it is in this sense that 
Prof. Bergson uses the great phrase‘ creative 
evolution.’ 

“1 see the whole of material existence as 
a steady passage from past to future, only 
the Single instant which we call the present 
being actual. The past is not nonexistent, 
however; it is stored in our memories; there 
is a record of it in matter, and the present iz 
based upon it; the future is the outcome of the 
present, and is the product of evolution. 


Life Like a Loom’s Output. 

“ Existence is like the output from a loom. 

the pattern, the design for the weaving, is 
in some sort there already; but whereas 
our looms are mere machines, once the guid- 
ing cards have been fed into them, the loom 
of time is complicated by a multitude of free 
agents who can modify the web, making the 
product more beautiful or more ugly ac- 
cording as they are in harmony or dishar- 
mony with the general scheme. I venture 
co maintain that manifest imperfections are 
thus accounted for and that freedom could 
be given on no other terms nor at any less 
cost. 
The ability thus to work for weal or woe 
is no illusion, it is a reality, a responsible 
pewer which conscious agents possess; 
wherefore the resulting fabric is not some- 
tring preordained and inexorable, though by 
wick knowledge of character it may be in- 
ferred. Nothing is inexorable except the 
uniform progress of time; the cloth must be 
woven, but the pattern is not wholly fixed 
ard mechanically calculable. 


Guiding Power Always Immanent, 

Where inorganic matter alone is concen- 
trated there everything is determined. Wher- 
ever full consciousness has entered, new pow- 
ers arise, and the faculties and desires of the 
conscious parts of the scheme have an effect 
upon the whole. It is not guided from out- 
side but from within; and the guiding power 
is immanent at every instant Of this guid- 
ing power we are a small but not wholly in- 
significant portion. 

“That evolutionary progress is real is a 
doctrine of profound significance, arid our 
efforts at social betterment are justified be- 
cause we are a part of the scheme, a part 
that has become conscious, a part that real- 


les, dimly at any rate, what it is doing and 


what it is aiming at. Planning and aiming 
are therefore not absent from the whole, for 
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we are a part of the whole and are conscious 
of them in ourselves. 2 
“ Wither we are immortal beings or we are 
not. We may not know our destiny, but we 
must have a destiny of some sort. These who 
make denials are just as likely to be wrong 
as those Who make assertions; in fact. denials 
are assertions thrown into negative forme. 
Scientific men are looked up to as authorities, 
and should be careful not to mislead Science 
may not be able to reveal human destiny, but 
it certainly should not observe it. Thingsare 
as they are, whether we find them out or not; 
and if we make rash and false statements, 
posterity will detect ust posterity ever 
troubles {ts head about us. 
Scientific Methods Unlimited, — 
„ am one of those who think that the 
methods of science are not so limited in their 
scope as hag been thought; that they can be 
much more widely, and that the 
psyohic region can be studied and brought 
under law, too. Allow us anyhow, to make 
the attempt. Give uaa fair field. Let those 
who prefer the materialistic hypothesis by 
all means develop their thesis as far as 
they can; but let us try what we can do in 
the peychic region, and see which wins, Our 
methods are really the same as theire—the 
subject matter differa. Neither ehould abuse 
the other for making the attempt. 
“Whether such things as intuition and 
revelation ever occur ie an open question. 
There are some whe have reason to say that 
they do. They ate, at any rate, not to be 
denied off hand. In fact, it ie always ex- 
tremely difficult to deny anything of a gen- 
eral character, since evidence in its favor 
may be only hidden and not forthcoming, 
especially not forthcoming at any particular 
age of the world's history, or at any particu- 
lar stage of individual mental developement. 
Mysticiam must have its place, though its 
relation to science has so far not been found. 
They have appeared disparate and discon- 
nected, but there need be no hostility be- 
tween them. NDvery kind of reality must be 
ascertained and dealt with by proper meth- 
ods. If the voices of Socrates and of Joan 
of Are represent real psychical experiences, 
they muat belong to the intelligible universe. 


Personality Beyond Death, 

“ Although | am speaking ex cathedra, as 
one of the representatives of orthodox sci- 
ence, I will shrink from a personal note 
summarizing the result on my own mind of 
thirty years’ experience of psychical re- 
seareh, begun without prejudice—indeed, 


with the usual hostile prejudice. This is not 


the place to enter into details or to discuss 
facts scorned by orthodox science, but I can- 
not help remembering that an utterance from 
this chair is no ephemeral production, for it 
remains to be criticised by generations yet 
unborn, whose knowledge must inevitably be 
fuller and wider than our own. 

“Your president therefore should not be 
completely bound by the shackles of present 
day orthodoxy nor limited to beliefs fash- 
lonable at the time: In justice to myself 
and my co-workers I must risk annoying my 
present hearers not only by leaving on record 
our conviction that ecourrences now regard- 
ed as occult can be examined and reduced 
to order by the methods of science carefully 
and persistently applied, but by going further

METCHNIKOFF GIVES PRAISE 
TO NOGUCHI DISCOVERY. 


Finding of Microbe of Rabies Expected 
to Produce Great Reduction in Num- 
ber of Fatalities, 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Sept. 18.—Prof. Metehnikoff, in an 
interview on the discovery by Prof. Hideyo 
Noguchi of the microbe of rabies, says it is 
extremely important. 

Prof. Noguchi's note was hastily pub- 
lished and is short and obscure on certain 
points,“ he says, but his personality and the 
control over his work exercised by the 
savants who are directing the Rockefeller 
Research Institute of New York are guar- 
antees of the new discovery, which will mark 
a date in bacteriological history. 

“The cultivation of the protozoa may en- 
able a serum to be made which will be much 
more active than that now used against 
rabies. The vaccination and the long and 
painful treatment, which now needs some 
twenty injections, probably will greatly 
shorten it. 

Three hundred and ninety-five patients 
were treated in the Pasteur institute in 1912 
with the anti-rabies vaccination and there 
was not a single death. For the second time 
in twenty-seven years no death was regis- 
tered in 1910, when some 401 patients were 
treated and there were no deaths. In 1911 
there was one death out of 341 persons vac- 
cinated.

It is 
nonpartisan, nonsectarian, and nonmilitant. 
It is not even anti-man, but simply Aims to 
get women to use to the full the privileges 
which are theirs already. 

Women are eligible as councillors on all 
boards save parliamentary ones, which con- 
trol the general welfare of women and chil. 
dren, such as boards of guardians, borough 
councils, and county councils. If they will 
take the trouble to get themselves elected 
they can have a voice in the care of the sick 
poor, the management of paupers, the admin- 
istraton of the children's acts, and the hous- 
ing and shop acts, the management of lunatic 
asylums and inebriates’ homes, and all edu- 
cational questions. 

Nevertheless it is found almost impossi- 
bie to get women candidates for these boards. 
Throughout the country the women candj- 
dates could probably be counted on the fin- 
gers of Doth hands. 

To remedy thie and to awaken women to 
use the great rights and privileges which 
they already have is the aim of the Women’s 
Municipal party.

Opinions Clash in Coalition 
Majority on Changes in 
House of Lords. 


ASQUITH PLEDGED TO ACT 


Premier to Lay Bill Before Com- 
mons During Present 
Parliament. 


BY T. P. O’CONNOR. 
LONDON, Sept. 13.— While the last session 
of the house of commons ended in a brilliant 
position for the government, and while the 
belief still remains unshaken that the gov- 
ernment will insist on remaining in office 
till the home rule and Welsh church dis- 
establishment bills are placed on the statute 
book, politicians are seriously considering 
the future and. like mariners, scanning the 
skies for any signs of coming storm. 

I find no relaxation whatever in the de- 
termination to go right on tothe end. Itis 
one of the great points in favor of Ireland's 
cause at this particular juncture that it is 
inextricably combined with the interests of 
English liberalism as well. 

_It is universally felt by English Liberals 
that if they allow the government to go out 


rule bill beyond recall the disaster does not 
end with Ireland or even touch it so deeply 
as all the prospects of Engish Liberalism for 
some generations to come. 


Blow at Parliamentary Act. 

The defeat of home rule through the defeat 
of the ministry would be a deadly blow at 
the parliamentary act. If that powerful 
weapon for the advance of democratic legis- 
lation were broken in the hands of the Lib- 
eral party there would bé such a wave of 
despair and disgust among all the Liberal 
ranks in the country that it would be difficult 
for a long time to arouse them again to a 
great effort. It would mean the loss of all 
their confidence in their leaders and therefore 
in themselves. 

This in its turn would mean that the Lib- 
erals at the next general election, divided, 
disgusted, and demoralized, would be con- 
fronted with a big Tory majority in the next 
house of commons. 

This again would mean that the new Tory 
government would set itself to work to de- 
stroy the parliamentary act and thereby to 
restore the old omnipotence of the house of 


Liberal legislation. 

The Tories would not dare to do this open- 
ly. Their plan would be to carry out what 
they would call a reform of the house of 
lords. 

What the Tories mean by a reform of the 
house of lords is to drop from it the most 
objectionable features, but at the same time 
to leave it still dominated by an overwhelm- 
ing Tory majority. In other words, the idea 
is to make it less objectionable, but more 
powerful and quite as Tory. 


Would Prohibit New Peers. 

There is one peril of which Liberals are 
chiefly afraid. It is that the Tories, by re- 
ducing the number of the house of lords and 
fixing its size at a certain figure, may do 
away with the prerogative of the crown to 
create new peers. 

It seems a strangely ironical situation that 
Liberals should fight for the preservation 
of any prerogatives of the crown at this time 
of day, but the reason is obvious. . 

There is always a big Tory majority in the 
house of lords and therefore there always 
remains the possibility of the house of lords 
rejecting any measure which is presented to 
it by a Liberal house of commons, however 
large be ite majority. 

The one weapon by which this deadlock 
has been prevented hitherto is that the Lib- 
eral machniery can get the sovereign to 
threaten the employment of his prerogative 
to create as many peers as he likes and thus 
to manufacture a majority even in the house 
of lords for a Liberal measure. 

This is how the great reform act of 1832, 
abolishing the rotten borough system, was 
carried. This is how the parliamentary act 
also was carried recently. 

The Tories, by abolishing the prerogative 
of the crown, would knock out of the hands 
of the Liberals the last weapon by which they 
could overcome the obstinate opposition of 
the house of lords to a Liberal measure. 


Same Effect Feared. 

All these apprehensions overshadow any 
proposal of the Liberals themselves to re- 
form the house of lords. It is feared that 
any such proposal must mean, just like the 
ideas attributed to the Tories, that the royal 
prerogative of creating any additions to the 
house of lords must be abolished. 

It would be «aifficult, for instance for the 
Liberals to create a second chamber from 
which the hereditary principle was entirely 
removed [and the Liberals are pledged on 
that point] without fixing the number of tho 
new chamber; and to fix the number is to 
do away with the royal prerogative to in- 
crease it. 

Of course, few people expect that the min- 
istry can carry ita bill to reform the hover 
of lords in the present parliament. There 
ia neither the time nor the strength to ‘Jo so. 

Therefore, it is objected by some Liberals 
that the one effect left by the bill will be to 
give the precedent and the justification to 
the Tories, when they are in power, to abol- 
ish the royal prerogative. 


Invitation to Cranks. 
However. this is only one of many difficul- 
tles which stand in the way of any scheme 
of reform of the peers. Constitution :non- 
gering is always a difficult process is Eng- 
land. It is an invitation to that vast army 
of cranks who are always better represented 
in popular than in conservative part. es. 

One of the still haunting surprises of my 
political life ia that the home rule bit wue 
able to get through the house of commons 
without being wrecked in ite details by the 
crank constitution mongers. Nothing proves 
so conclusively the intense passionatenss of 
the Liberal party's desire to give Ireland 
liberty. 

There is though, no such intensity and co- 
hesion of opinion beyond the reform of the 
house of lords, and the cranks might run

Says She Does Not Anticipate 
Trouble at New York De- 
spite Deportation Talk. 


TELLS OF PROGRAM IN U.S, 


Asserts Biased Reports of Militant 
Acts Have Been Circulated 
by British Papers. 


SEES VICTORY FOR WOMEN’S CAUSE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS. Sept. 13.—Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst, the militant suffraget leader, who is 
Staying at a quiet little hotel here, where 
the cost of her room and board does not 
exceed $4 a day, says she is not disturbed 
over the reports that she may possibly be 
barred from entering the United States. 

I visited the United States twice before,“ 
she said today, the last time two years 
ago, and have only the kindliest recollections 
of the courtesy and cordiality which I met 
there 

The correspondent suggested that Ellis 
island should not present any terrors to her, 
after her prison experience. To this Mrs 
Pankhurst replied: 

“I assure you that I have no liking for 
discomforts, but I believe that the American 
authorities will coincide with the Canadian 
immigration officials, who reported that I 
have not been guilty of any act of moral 
turpitude; but I am not anticipating trouble 
in this connection. I am booked to sail on 
La Provence on Oct. 11. I shall speak twice 
soon after my arrival in America and once 
more toward the end of November, before 
I return to England, where I must be early 
in December, as I have a number of engage- 
ments to fill. I shall visit as many American 
centers as possible. I am sorry that my time 
is too short to permit of a visit to the west- 
ern states. 


Will Not Talk Militancy. 
Replying to a question in regard to the pur- 
pose of her visit, Mrs. Pankhurst made it 
ciear that her object was not to talk of the 
militancy propaganda. 

I intend to deacribe and explain the posi- 
tion and aims of our movement in order that 
American women may understand what we 
are doing and why, and where we stand, she 
said. “ They cannot learn that from ths 
i nglish newspapers, which, as if by a pre- 
vorcerted agreement, limit their reports to 
militancy only, passing over all our other 
work, ignoring our crowded meetings, like 
those which are held every week at the Lon- 
don Pavilion Music hall, never reporting tha 
#peeches made even by men like Israel Zang- 
will, and never recognizing our work on the 
two great questions of the day—whil’e slavery 
erd contagious diseases. 

“I want to describe all this work in Amer- 
ica. I am not going over with the object of 
siding American women in their movement. 
Their progress is steady enough and they 
do not need any imported aid. 

“I naturally hope that my presence in 
America will assist their movement, as theie 
undoubtedly will be curiosity to see and hear 
a woman who is so—what shall I say?—so 
much talked of, and this will bring many 
to the meetings who otherwise wouldn't 
come. Once interest in the movement ts 
arcused in any one, ita justice will make them 
cerverts.“ 


‘Satisfied by Progress of Cause. 

In reply to a question as to whether or not 
she was satisfied with the progress of the 
movement in England. Mrs. Pankhurst de- 
clared that she was perfectly content. 

The government, she said, has reached 
an impasse from which the only way out is 
to grant our demands. The cat and mouse’ 
act has proved a complete failure. Our ob- 
ject has been virtually attained and vie- 
tory will be ours. I would not like to fix the 
date, but it will be soon 

“ The chief obstacle is the innate conserva- 
tism of the human race. We demand liberty 
for women as well as for men. Women have 
had enough of being looked after and told 
what is good for them and what is not good 
for them by the men, whose point of view 
ia selfish even when their intentions are good, 
who hold the power and Intend to keep it. 


Women Coming to the Front. 

“I have noticed that all the best paid ang 
easiest positions are considered to he man's 
privilege. The day has gone when it is pos- 
sible to argue, as it was once, that education 
is bad for a certain class of people, merely 
unfitting them for their natural destiny, 
which is manual labor. 

The day has gone now when a similar tine 
of argument can be applied to women. 
Women who are blessed with education and 
suitable natural capacities will be allowed to 
enjoy the benefits thereof. The greatest 
scientist of thedayisawoman.

City Is Flying Flags Every- 
where as Welcome to Mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. 


GREAT PARADE FEATURE. 


Fifteen Thousand Persons Ex- 
pected to Be in the Line of 
March on Tuesday. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept. 13.—[ Special, ]— 
With all arrangements practically complet- 
ed for the reception of the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Chattanooga 
presents a picture of patriotism. Every- 
where American flags are profusely dis- 
played, and strings of electric lights add to 


the beauty. 

Gen. Alfred B. Beers, commander in chief 
of the G. A. R., arrived in the city Friday 
afternoon and was met by the committee ap- 
pointed to welcome distinguished guests. 
Gen. Beers opened headquarters on Saturday 
morning. 

On Tuesday morning the great parade of 
the veterans will officially open the encamp- 
ment. It is estimated that there will be 
36, 000 persons in line. 


Program for Reception. 

After the parade on Tuesday the veterans 
will simply rest until evening, when an offi- 
cial welcome will be extended to the members 
of the G. A. R., the program for which in- 
cludes eome of the most prominent officials 
of the organization in various states. 


Veterans Crowding to City. 

Already there are a number of old soldiers 
in the city ready for the encampment. All 
trains from this time on are expected to bring 
in a constantly increasing number.

The mind of the financial district seems to be 
settled in the idea that some sort of a special dis- 
tribution will eventually be made to the Union . 
Pacific stockholders. But as to the form this dis- 
tribution will take there is the greatest difference | 
of opinion, In fact, only the vaguest conjectures 
have been formed on this point, and they differ 
radically, varying all the way from a large cash 
dividend outright to a stock dividend or both. 

The Unton Pacific, with its tremendous cash 
surplus and security investments, now combines 
the operation of a railroad with the functions of 
a banking house. One suggestion is that the com- 
pany intends to separate these two operations and 
become a railroad pure and simple. The company's 
investment in stocks of other raflroads are large, 
and there is little advantage in their ownership 
to the Union Pacific as a railroad simply while 
possession of them mig ht conceivably become awk- 
ward. 

One way of getting rid of them might be to form 
a securities’ company of some kind, the stock of 
which would be distributed to the Union Pacific 
shareholders. Some of the securities in the Union 
Pacific’s treasury are pledged under a mortgage so 
that some portion of the cash surplus would be 
required to release them. Some of the cash re- 
maining might be used to further reduce fixed 
charges by the retirement of outstanding indebt- 
edness or there might be a cash distribution to

WANTS THE WHOLETRUTH 


ployment Agencies Should Get 
Paroled Convicts Jobs. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Sept. 13.—[(Special.)—At- 
torney General P. J. Lucey, acting under the 
suggestion of Gov. Dunne, will begin Monday 
morning a public investigation of the allega- 
tions of misconduct at the Illinois state re- 
formatory at Pontiac. 

Gov. Dunne made the announcement this 
afternoon that he had turned over the entire 
matter to the attorney general's office and 
had asked for a wide open hearing. 

„Reports have been made to me which 
fully warrant the investigation,” Gov. Dunne 
said. “I want no star chamber affair and I 
want the truth. Mr. Lucey is to conduct the 
investigation personaly, I am informed, and 
we will get at the bottom of the affair.” 


Wants the Whole Truth. 

The governor appeared to be considerably 
wrought up over the Pontiac business. On 
his desk was a slab of rubber which he said 
had been used in punishing the Pontiac in- 
mates, which furnished plenty of pain with- 
out leaving a mark. 

] am for the bread and water diet for such 
as need punishment,” Gov. Dunne said, “and 
rot the treatment which has been accorded 
by the reports which have come to me. At 
any rate, I want an investigation and we 
will see who is wrong and who is right.” 

All of the available indications in Spring- 
field were suggestive that the Pontiac af- 
fair is to become a sensational episode, and 
is calculated to rank with the stir and ex- 
citement caused by the exploitation of the 
Giroux case at the Lincoln home for the 
feeble minded, when the legisiative com- 
mittee stirred up the case of the boy who 
was burned on an unprotected radiator, dur- 
ing the first Deneen administration. 

The preparation for the Pontiac investi- 
ation has given rise to a definite belligerent 
feeling among Republicans, both those who 
have resigned from appointive places to 
make way for Democrats, particularly, and 
those under civil service, who are beginning 
to fear that the state wide merit law is not 
much of a blanket with cold weather ap- 
proaching. 


Jobs for Paroled Convicts. 

Gov. Dunne followed up his course as to 
the use of convict labor on the roads with 
a letter today addressed to Warden Allen 
et Joliet and to Warden Chossior at Chester 
advising them that it is the proper province 
of the state free employment agencies to get 
places for paroled convicts, Letters in sim- 
ilar vein were sent to the various superm- 
tendents of the free employment agencies. 

The governor says to the wardens that his 
attention has been directed to the difficulty 
that paroled prisoners have in securing a 
way of making their living while under pa- 
role. The executive instructions are that em- 
ployment agencies state the facts exactly and 
that the state agents do all in their power to 
get them jobs without giving them any ad- 
vantage, however, over free applicants.

The United States geological survey has 
gust iesued a report dealing with the quality 
of the surface waters of Illinois as deter- 
mined by an investigation carried on between 
the federal survey and the state water sur- 
vey several years ago.

By proper 
treatment, however, they may be rendered 
fit for both drinking and industria! purposes. 

The report states that the flow from the 
Caicago drainage canal into the Illinois 
river has so standardized the water in the 
Illinois that it is excellent for industrial pur- 
poses.

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Grand ‘Jurors Censor Two 


Hectic Plays in New York. 


By Burns Mantle. 
EW YORK.—([Special Oorrespondence.J—~—At this wrtt- 
ing New York has twenty-three officially appointed and 
2,000,000 self-appointed censors of the drama. And if 
you have the time and patience to listen, any one of 
them will tell you exactly what should and what — not be 
permitted on the stage. 

The agitation over the alleged viciousness and depravity ex- 
posed in “ The Fight” and “ The Lare,” which has been rising 
mn a steady crescendo of protest for ten days, reached its most 
dramatic climax this week, when the two dramgs were turned 
over to the grand jury for a decision as to their moral right to 
continue as public exhibitions. 

If sixteen of the twenty-three members of the grand jury 
vote against the plays they will be withdrawn, according to 
the promise of the managers. But if a less number than that is 
opposed to them they are to be permitted to continue, on the 
word of Chief Magistrate McAdoo, who happens to be the gen- 
tleman who once closed up “Mrs. Warren's Profession.” 

But trouble is likely to follow if one play should be approved . 
and the other censured. Already there e a general disagree 
ment as to which is the more degrading oF the more uplifting, 
depending upon the viewpoint of personal interest of the 
censor. 

For instance, Mr. Lee Shubert, who produced The Lore,” 
still Insists that Mr. Bayard Veiller, who wrote “The Fight” 
is a dangerous person to have about the theater, while Mr, 
Veiller is equally certain that if Mr. Shubert could be summarily 
suppressed the work of rea] reform on the stage could be car- 
ried on with less pernicious interference. 

From this point on the play is clean, strong drama, save its 
occasional references to the second act situation. Unable to 
break the suffragist in any other way the politicians start a run 
on her bank, and seem quite likely to succeed when the sena- 
tor's own bosses, discovering the kind of man he is and the 
truth of the situation in the Haskell house, turn against him.

Lockwood, whom she believes to be a modiste, and told that if 
ever she is in need of extra work to come to the address indi- 
cated. 

She goes to Mme. Lockwood's house, is made a prisoner, and 
is about to be forced into the life of an inmate when she is 
dramatically rescued by a young special agent of the govrern- 
ment employed in the investigation of such cases. The scene 
of escape is so plainly brutal and theatrically so “ thrilling ”"— 
including a succession of fights—that it has a tendency to cre- 
ate hysteria among the women in the audience, and they appear 
to love it in consequence. They at least have been wildly ap- 
plausive at each performance. 

The suspense is carried over into the last act. when the 
“slavers” attempt to recapture the rescued girl, but they are 
finally handenuffed and marched away while the girl promises 
to consider the marriage proposal of the sentimental special 
agent. 

Some attribute the “ persecution” of the managers of our 
red light drama to the fact that both plays treat the politician 
and the district leader very unfeelingly. In “The Lure” he 
is an awful person, in partnership with the woman who rune 
the dive, and in The Fight —zjust look at that United States 
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By Mao Tinee.

There has never been any substantial basis 
for such discrimination. It is true that drama, 
poetry, and fiction have always apotheosized 
youthful love and youthful lovers, but nev- 
ertheless the great and supreme loves of 
the real flesh and blood men and women of 
history have been, almost without exception, 
not thoge of springtime, but of Indian sum- 
mer, or autumn. Witness Antony and Cleo- 
patra, to say nothing of a galaxy of other 
illustrious lovers. 

Indeed to argue otherwise is to argue 
against the refining and spiritualizing effects 
of civilization. It is only among savages 
that we can logically conceive of a middle 
aged woman's inability to inspire passionate 
love, and it is only amung savages that she 
does so fall. The higher we ascend in the 
scale of civilization the slower the develop- 
ment and maturity of the individual, the 
longer the period of childhood, of adoles- 
cence, the further away and briefer the men- 
tal and physical decline we call old age. 

Our youthfulness is the glory of our race— 
our youthfulness in mind and body, our 
youthfulness in our emotions, and, above all, 
our youthfulness in our affections Instead 
of age dulling our sensibilties, it but accen- 
tuates them, with the result that the emo- 
tional experience which at 20 gives only a 
heartache or a sharp thrust to our vanity, at 
40 or 50 causes a terrific convulsion of the 
entire nature.

It seems a wonder that nature never 
thought of Gatun lake, and a greater wonder 
that man, hindered in his work by the de- 
structive torrents of the Chagres river, 
should have transformed them into these 
cool and quiet waters, which placidly, obedi- 
ently, will carry the ships of the world al- 
most from ocean to ocean. Most delicately, 
by a twist of the wrist, by merely com- 
pleting nature’s scheme, has he turned the 
stumbling block into a stepping stone. ; 

As for the locks, without planning for noble 
architecture they achieve it. One morning 
I sat for hours down in one of the great 
concrete chambers at Miroflores where a 
week later the water entered thirty or forty 
feet deep. A few black workmen were busy 
at the gates, under whose narrowing shadow 
I sat on a pile of boards. The whole vast 
thing—concrete walls open to the sky, huge 
red and black steel gates finely patterned 
with rivets—was an expression of prodigious 
power, tempered by beauty of proportion, 
grace of line, and tropic splendor of color. 
I was glad to see it in its full height before 
the water, half filling and reducing the cham- 
ber, gives it another aspect. 

And above, at either end, the whole group 
of locks, walls, Nghta is magnificent.

The new type of screened trop- 
ical house, evolved out of the grim sanitary 
necessities of the case, and now being ex- 
tensively imitated, it is said, elsewhere in the 
tropics, is not only healthful and convenient, 
but beautiful as well. The way these houses 
climb the hills and nestle among the palms 
and flowers at Ancon, Culebra, and else- 
where, adorning and completing nature with 
that touch of grace possible to man, is de- 
yond all praise. One cannot think without 
a pang of the approaching demolition of 
many of these temporary villages, so neces- 
sary do they seem to the beauty of the scene. 
Let us hope fervently that the permanent 
concrete houses and administration buildings 
will be as truly and aa beautifully architec- 
tural. , 

One mistake should not pass without criti- 
cism The new station of the Panama rail- 
road at Gatun is commonplace in design and 
the material used is rock faced concrete. 
Now concrete, honestly smooth faced, makes 
a good wall surface; the locks themselves 
prove with what beauty it may be used. But 
rock ‘faced concrete is a fraudulent pretense 
and an abomination of hideousness. Its tire- 
gome repetition of an unintended pattern, 
reminding the eye of ite shabby pretense to 
be stone, is an affront to intelligence and 
taste. Let there be no more of it in the 
Canal Zone, which should continue, es it 
is now, beautiful from sea to sea.

OURTESY on the part of owners and 
drivers of motor cars will do more 
than all the laws on our statute books 
to eliminate the disagreeable attitude 
of the pedestrian towards the passen- 
ger or of one selfish driver towards another. 
Courtesy is what is needed to place motorists 
on ai more companionable footing, to make 
touring more generally popular, and to make 
the running of a town car an asset rather 
than a pestiferous drudgery. 

Every one obeys or should obey, the laws 
because of the penalty attached to law break- 
ing. In obeying the lews the motorist does 
nothing more than is necyssary. The laws 
do not cover every sort of emergency and 
they do not by any means allow for all the 
varied predicaments that beset the driver im 
town and in the country. 

Courtesy is something that.cannotbe legis- 
lated into motoring. .~ : „ 

Here are a few rules which should de un- 
written law to every motorist: , 

Never shout in disapproval to a pedestrian 
er the occupants of another car that may 
have offended you, probably unintentionally. 

In driving in town remember that if you 
are tra slowly you should be as near the 
curb to your right as possible. Fast moving 


"vehicles have the right of way to your left. 


In passing a car do not cut in immediately. 
Give the driver passed a chance to fall in be- 
niud you without applying his brakes. 

Never crowd another car towards the curb 


’ @r into traffic. 


If you intend to slow down, because of 4 de- 
lay in traffic or for any other reason, hold up 
your right hand so those in your rear men 
know of the stop. This will save them scorch- 
ing their tires and may save you from a 
buckled fender if the purauing ¢river hasn't 
time or warning enough to apply his brakes 
in time. 

Never reverse against the general direction 
of traffic without first warning those who 
may be back of you. . 

Take your time in making a turn. Give 
the freely rolling cars 4 chance to slip by 
without applying their brakes. If you are 


prepared to make the turn give the drivers . 


passing you a signal to go on instead of leav- 
ing them doubtful as to your intentions. 


Should you see broken glass, pails, or @ny~ 


thing else liable to cause & puncture stop 
and pick it up or remove it from the road. 
You only lose a minute's time and seve others 
perhaps an hour’s work and money. 

In parking your car against the curb leave 
enough room so you can easily getout. Never 
wedge another car in. 

if you see anything wrong with the car of 
another driver—for instance, if the tail light 
has gone—warn him. The warning costs you 
nothing and may save him a fine. 

The horn is a warning signal, not a play- 
thing or the part of a Wonderland en- 
tertainment. Use it sparingly in town. A 
quick push of the button or bulb is e ugh to 
warn pedestrians or other drivers. Never 
crawl up to a pedestrian and then frighten 
him to death with a terrifying blast, that could 
be heard several blocks. Besides being un- 
necessary, it usually leaves the pedestrian 
hating every automobile driver that ever 
lived and prejudices him against the entire 
industry. 

Never dash through a crossing. Give the 
pedestrians a chance. Usually they are as 
much in a hurry as you ere, and certainly are 
as much entitled to use of the street as you. 

In the country remember that the auto- 
mobile and the horse drawn vehicle have 
equal rights to the road.

Convict labor is a reality m Illinois, thanks 
to the example set in Colorado, the efforts of 
Gov. Dunne. Warden Allen of the prison at 
Joliet, and the new state convict labor law. 
Thirty convicts now are building a road 
near Dixon, Ill. They are doing good work. 
benefiting themselves and the residents of 
the state that pay taxes for their keep. 
Therefore everybody is satisfied. 

For their labors each convict will have his 
setitence commuted ten days for every thirty 
days he labors. The honor system prevails 
at the camp where some of the men ere en- 
joying their first free air in many years. 
For their maintenance the county is paying 
50 cents a day to each man employed. In 
speaking of the departure Warden Allen 
has said: 

“We started the men from the peniten- 
tiary on Labor day. The honor system is 
used entirely. The guards who accompany 
the men have no guns. There will not bea 
gun in camp. The boys that I sent out to 
Lee county I could send to China and they‘d 
all come back. I trust them implicitly. There 
are thirty convicte in this firat gang and 
they will spend ninety days in camp and 
then return to the penitentiary. Under the 
law, which limits the class of men who 
can be employed to those who have less than 
five years to serve, not more than 200 can be 
used next season. This is the only gang that 
will be sent out this year.” 

Mr. Allen said he had 628 men eligible for 
road work, The eligible list includes all 
those who have five years or less to serve. 
Forty men will be picked for the first job. 

They will be sent out- with an overseer 
and will camp in the outdoors just as free 
labor employed in the same kind of work 
would do. At night there is a single guard to 
watch the camp and keep off intruders. 

The. men do not wear clothes which will 
mark them as felons. Sundays they have a 
change of suits and will be allowed to re- 
ceive visits from relatives. They also may 
smoke, play cards, baseball, quoits, and other 
games. They begin each work day at 7:80 
and work until 5:30, with an hour off for 
dinner.

It will be necessary to set the nuts up 
tight to see if the remioval of one shim is suf- 
ficient. It there is stil play another thin 
shim may be removed, or the first thin one 
replaced and a thick one removed. The con- 
necting rod bearings can be pretty tight, to 
the hand, and will still be free when the 
motor is running. 

Don’t make the mistake of putting the cap 
back without first spreading on plenty of 
oll, for otherwise the bearing may be cut be- 
fore the oll from the splash can find its way 
between the tightfitting parts. Also do not 
forget to set up the lockgut, if there is one, or 
to put in the cotter pin, if sugh is used, for 
otherwise a nut may ee, and 
cause à grand smash in the crank case when 
the motor is running.

Batteries are often wasted through neglect 
to take care of the wiring system. Where 
the insulation on a wire becomes broken or 
partly peeled off there is every chance for 
the current to leak in just the same way that 
5 will leak out of a pail which has a hole 
n it. — 

When the insulation is bare in a spot the 
latter should be cleaned, then shellaced, and 
then wound tightly with tire tape. If there 
is a break in the wire the ends should be 
cleaned bright, twisted together for a joint, 
then soldered, shellaced, and taped. The full 
current will not pass through if there are 
only one or two fine strands of the wire in 
connection, for the capacity of those few 
strands will not be sufficient to carry the cur- 
rent in ordinary cases. 54 

Soldering overcomes the possibility of the 
loss of current and further breaking in that 
spot, while the shellac makes a waterproof- 


ing that is held in place by the tape. itis 


a pretty good idea to go over the wiring once 
in a while to see that it is in good shape. 

Last spring, during a hard rain, a motor- 
ist had difficulty in starting hie engine. ‘The 
machine had stood on the street all day and 
was thoroughly soaked. The fact is the in- 
sulation on the wire was so old that it was 
porous, and after it had become wet the cur- 
rent found its way to the ground by the water 
route. Not until the entire wiring system 
had been wiped dry would the motor start, 
which illustrates the necessity for having 
the wire well protected. 
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n most cars there is a short length of 
hose interposed in the water line between the 
bottom of the radiator and the pump. Un- 
less the radigtor is removed for some sort 
of repairs this piece of hose is not apt to be 
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disturbed. In this case considerabie sedi- 
ment must naturally accumulate, for there 
are the edges of the pipes to act as retainers. 

This hose should be removed at least a cou- 
ple times in the year—spring and fall pre- 
ferred—so that the sediment may be re- 
moved. It will be found, generally, that the 


‘rubber inside the hose is in such shape that 


it will require replacing. 
2 

When attaching rubber hose on water con- 
nections it is a good plan to smear on the 
pipe end a little shellac or white lead, for 
when set either will assist materially in 
making a water tight joint. Nowadays hose 
clamps are used to fasten the hose and make 
the connection tight, but soft iron or copper 
wire of generous proportions may be used 
with success. Wire should be wrapped twice 
around and twisted together until it sinks 
into the hose a trifle. 

> 

Don't throw away worn or broken annular 
bearings with the idea that they are of no 
further use and that new ones will have to 
be bought. There are now shops that make it 
a business to regrind the ball races until they 
are absolutely true and then fit new balls ofa 
trifie larger size, together with new re- 
tainers. There is a standard price for this 
work. which is 20 per cent of the list price of 
that particular size of bearing. Nor does the 
motorist have to wait to have his own bearing 
reground, for these repair shops carry & 
stock of reground bearings and simply make 
an exchange, doing the regrinding when time 
affords. Thus a car may be torn down and 
new bearings fitted without delay beyond the 
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Method of storing gasolene.

No federal soil survey has been made of 
Sumter county, In which the town of Bush- 
nell le located. The following facts regard- 
ing that county are taken from the 1910 
United States census: 

Approximate land area. 873.120 acres. 

Land in farms, 76,519 acres. 

Improved land in farms, 22,050 acres. 

Average value of farm land per acre in 
1010. $17.02; in 1900, $6.20. 

Value of all crops, $675,679; cereals, $94,124; 
other grains and seeds, $16,024; hay and for- 
age, $11,886; vegetables, $472 646; fruits and 
nuts. $70,408; all other crops, $9,651. 

There is no United States weather bureau 
station in Sumter county, but there is a sta- 
tion in Hernando county, which adjoins Sum- 
ter county on the west. It is at Brookeville. 
The climatological data for the year 1911 
shows that the highest temperature reached 
at that point In that year was 08 degrees [on 
June 4]. and the lowest temperature for the 
year was 35 degrees [on Jan.5]. The eleva- 
tion at Brooksville is 126 feet. The last kill- 
ing frost in spring was Feb. 24 and the first 
in autumn was Dec. 1. The total precipita- 
tion for the year was 53.12 inches, the greatest 
monthly amount, 10.31 inches [in September].

GENERATION ago farms devoted ex- 
clusively to the production of poultry 


ere rare indeed. In certain sections 

near the large cities, especially in the 

middle states and New England, there 

were a few farms of this character, but they 

were rare enough to excite curiosity and com- 
ment. 

These farms were not only few in number. 
but, compared with present day establish- 
merits, they were of small capacity. Poultry 
keeping was regarded as a one man proposi- 
tion, and the number of fowls kept was de- 
termined by the ability of the man in charge. 
Five hundred hens was a big flock In those 
days, and double that number on one farm 
could scarcely be found. 

Quietly but rapidly all this has been 
changed. There are literally thousands of 
farms today which regularly carry upward 
of 1,000 layers and rear several times that 
many chickens. 


Several factors have brought about this

change, and as these influences are still at 


work we may reasonably expect to witness 
i‘) further expansion of the business, the en- 
yw&gement of existing plants, and the estab- 
la ment of new ones.

As a result of the combined efforts of these 
various forces, poultry keeping as a business 
has been elevated and made atractive to 
many men and women who would have 
ignored it utterly under the conditions that 
formerly maintained. 

Poultry farming, both the production of 
fancy stock and table supplies, is now a man's 
business. It is an occupation which will pay 
good dividends on the investment of ability 
and capital. 

The sales of poultry and eggs produced on 
many of our large farms now run upward of 
$20,000 and some few approximate $100,000 a 
year. 

Now it must not be understood that the 
industry is passing into the hands of the 
“big men,” as this is not true. The home 
flock, the farm flock. the one man poultry 
plant will remain with us as in the past. The 
very nature of the business prevents the 
formation of gigantic combinations such as 
now dominate certain other lines of business. 
There is plenty of room for the individual 
and the latter cannot in any way be squeezed 
out. But the point we wish to make clear is 
that the recent developments mentioned have 
merely served to broadem the field to create 
greater opportunities.

There is a great demand for just this force 
in these days, when meh ant puehing build- 
ings into the skies, and sendim¥ forward their 
voices by means of unbeliev.woly powerful 
mechanical energy. The story writer must 
put the punch into what he writes, or it 
will not be accepted. No games are worth 
the playing unless played zestfuh\y, and no 
life is really worth living unless it can be 
animated afd raised above the du iistiess 
round. . 

There is a certain condition which ts very 
unfortunate for humanity, unfortunate in 
thai it does not stimulaie men and u on den to 
hut oul, and put forward all the poten,\iall- 
ties for life which they possess. This vin 
the fact that the world needs worke \he 
whole world as well as the nearest factor. v. 
the nearest store, the nearest hotel and res’ 
taurant—all things must go on by means ot 
human hands or under human eyes.

Something More than Outward Show. 

hose who run these going concerus ust 
get their work done in some way, therefore 
they put up with half alive, one quarter will- 
ing, and one-eighth trained people whom 
they would not for an instant tolerate if they 
could get wholly alive, wholly willing, whol- 
ly trained workers. 

It is this condition which makes so much 
turmoil in our advanced civilization. The 
half alive and deficient are tolerated as a ne- 
cessity until the other sort can be found to 
take thelr places, or until they show the dis- 
position to become the other sort them- 
selves, as incompetent workers will and 
often do, being creatures of good sense and 
some reasoning power. 

The mistake is sometimes made of think- 
ing the man with a good deal of gesture, of 
the quick jumping sort, or what we call a 
Smart man, is a man with the push of 
life in him. But there is something more 
than outward movement in this idea and 
fact. The push of life may very likély show 


— 


itself in the slow and sure way in which the 
ivy works. It has to show itself in that way 
if it is to win in any of the races in which 
the only ones allowed to enter are those 
sufficiently prepared. Nearly all the serious 
accidents on the football field have come to 
young men of natura! strength and ability 
for the game but not possessing the disci- 
pline given by the trainer and the training 
table, 

There used to be a great many pathetic sto- 
ries told of wornout newspaper men. where 
now such stories are rarely heard. This was 
because formerly men of great ability but 
with only limited training or none, and quite 
undisciplined as to staying powers, went into 
the work, whereas today the highly trained 
and disciplined are the acceptable people. 

* 
Recognizes No Hindrances. 

There is this great advantage, amons 
others, of a thorough and real training-* 
man gets into the habit of keeping it up, and 
what began for him as something imposed 
from without, is now imposed from within. 
Only a few men have a nature which with- 
out help pushes them on to constant im- 
provement, but the habit of advancement 
when once acquired lasts. It takes more 
than a three months or a six months’ train- 
ing, usually, to set this habit. but once es- 
tablished through sufficient exercise, it be- 

, comes as much a part of a man’s routine of 
life as his bath and clean linen. He cannot 
deteriorate any more than he can get dirty. 

We put a lot of things, as well as people, 
to work which is but shining tin models 
It something which in its true and perfected 
auape should be of wrought steel, produced 
by a long process and disciplined by the 
furatace. Yet we are never really satisfied 
with these things unless they are fully equa! 
to the work they have to do, and can continue 
to do. 

Finally, the push of life must have a more 
thorough grasp of a man than merely to 
affect his disposition, and so perhaps make 
him a maemace or a nuisance in society. It 
must be bene of his bone and fiesh of his 
flesh. It must be strong enough in him to 

keep him farm blockades of self-conscious- 
ness and the turning of his mind too often 
in on himself. It ought to have something of 
the power of Niagara, united to Niagara's ro- 
sistlessness. A real push of life recognizes 
no hindrances ms permanent biockades to 
achievements deafred. It is never discour- 
aged when it stands at the wide end of the 
perspective, the other end of which it must 
gain.

Where Beginners May Learn. 

Many of our leading agricultural colleges 
offer regular courses in poultry husbandry. 
The chief practical objection to such courses 
is their lack of practical work on the plant. 
Few, if any, institutions are so equipped as 
to afford each student in a large class any 
considerable opportunity to engage in prac- 
tical work, even if class hours would permit 
of this. 

Fo: those who cannot leave home, several 
correspondence courses in poultry husbandry 
are offered by state and private énstitutions. 
These present the theory of the subject, and 


when conducted by competent men are a | 


great help to the student who will apply him- 
self conscientiously. 

In most large cities poultry lecture courses 
are now offered by the Young Men's Chris- 
tian association. Naturally, these courses 
are brief, but the lecturers are usually men 
of experience, who crowd a vast amount of 
information into their talks. 

Farmers institutes and extension schools 
are held in practically every state, and the 
college authorities will usually provide these 
atany point where sufficient interest is mani- 
fested. 


Local poultry associations frequently pro- | 


vide educationa] features for their members, 
using both local and imported speakers. 

At many of the large poultry shows special 
addresses are frequently delivered by ex- 
perts in various lines. 

The beginner will do well to avail himself 
of all such opportunities. Also of the free 
bulletins issued by the national department 
of agriculture and the state experiment sta- 
tions. He should also regularly read a num- 
ber of the leading poultry journals, which are 
brimful of interesting arid helpful contribu- 
tions drawn from different sources.

in previous years Groundkeeper Murphy 
of the New York Polo grounds has been 


conceded the world’s championship among 
baseball landscape gardeners. In spite of 
the fact that part of the domain which it is 
his-duty to keep smilingly green is made 
land, once sloping into the Harlem rer. 
the Polo grounds autocrat had as perfect an 
expanse of green turf as a millionaire’s lawn. 
except for the necessary bare space for base 
lines, etc. The turf was as springy as a vel- 
vet carpet and as smooth asa billiard table 


Rose Bushes in Inclosure. 
Around the edges of. the inclogure in front 


of the stands and bleachers there were rose 
bushes and other flowering things which 
made an attractive sight for the patrons of 
one of New York's show places One spring 
a clique of the Giants who thought more 
about base hits than dahlias or nesturtiums 
played a low down trick on Murphy. They 
planted in different places seeds from pack- 
ages labeled cabbage and “ onions.” 
The results tickled them and surprised the 
sroundkeeper, for in among the sweet posies | 
various sturdy plants of plebeian origin and | 
type appeared, and he tackled the seed mer- | 
chant about itin anger at the imposition. 
This year there has been a marked change 
in the appearance of the Polo grounds, notice- 
able to those who make the circuits of the big 
leagues regularly. The roses and postes 
were the same or similar, but the playing 
field lacked its old time gloss and its green 
was spotted. When asked about it, the 
groundkeeper growled his alibi in no uncer- 
tain language. That dod-swatted arrange- 
ment whereby the Giants share their plant 
with the New York American league team for 
this season is responsible for the change in 
the looks of the playing fleld. The expiration 
of the lease on the American league grounds 
and the delay in completing the new ameri- 
ean league plant was the cause of the dual 
eccupancy of the Brush stadium by the 


S Giants and Yankees. 


No Time for Work on Park. 

According to the sroundieeper he is unable 
sow to get time to do any real work on the lot. 
One of the teams is home all the time, and 
Manager Chance in particular is a bear for 
morning practice. He has the Yankees out 
early every possible day at home. Manage 
McGraw is almost equally insistent on 
morning practice, but starts it later. 

In the afternoon there is a gamé every 
day except Sunday, unless it rains, and his 
men can't work in the rain to any ad- 
vantage, and won't work on Sundays with- 
out double pay or better. The only chances 
Murphy and his crew have had to manicure 
the playing field since the season opened 
, ‘were early in the morning, at lunch time, and 
after the games. This snap shot sort of man- 
ouring is not what is needed to keep the field 
in condition.

An amateur contest can do 
more to ruin the looks of a ball field than 
half a dozen professional games, because 
there is so much more running across and 
around it, as a rule. There are lots of them

Even after the season is over Comiskey 
park does not get much chance to recuperate 
in the short time before frost sets in, for the 
plant and field are in demand just as long 
as outdoor sport and parties are feasible.

It was blamed 
on the low land and other things. Since the 
old grounds were vacated they have been 
occupied by a team of colored players. It is 
a cinch the new lessees have not expended 
on their upkeep anything like the coin 
Comiskey did, and yet they look a lot better 
than the new grounds at Comiskey park, into 
which the Old Roman has poured ten times 
as much money as he put into the original 
White Sox park in Chicago. 

The answer is that the old grounds are 
not in constant use now, but have time tolet 
nature do its own landscaping, while the old 
lady is never allowed to get in any work on 
the new park. Dame Nature can do a lot 
more than all the crack groundkeepers in the 
world, as the Polo grounds bear witness. The 
owner of Comiskey park will sa ve some of the 
cost and have a much better looking ball yard 
if he will learn to say Na to some of the 
friends who beg for the use of his park, or 
else hire somebody to say ‘‘ No for him.

that would strike the observer. Fold your 
own arms in that position. It is hardly com- 
fortable. It would not be the position that 
an ordinary person would assume in repose. 
The only person who would find it comforta- 
ble is a person with abnormally long arms. 
Pretty long arms, Johnson,“ I ventured, 
looking at them. Tes, he said, and emiled; 
“I guess I have the longest arms of any one 
in baseball.“ 


Long Arms Help Speed. 

Thie was the first inkling of the secret, the 
first important step in its solution. I noted 
other pitchers. I observed that with almost 
no exceptions pitchers who were noted for 
their speed had long arms. Other twiriers 
not conspicuous for their speed had shorter 
arms, in some cases even too short to corre- 
spond with thier height. The fact was cer- 
tainly suggestive. It could hardly be mere 
coincidence. 

What gives the pitched ball its speed? 
There can be but one answer. All the mo- 
mentum is imparted by that sweep of the 
hand from the instant when the motion be- 
gins to the instant when the ball leaves the 
fingers on its flight across the plate. This is 
simple, clear, conclusive. Push a barrel in 
front of you on the ground. If you give it 
a sudden kick with you foot it will roll a cer- 
tain distance. If you give it a long, hard 
push ft will roll much farther. The same 
simple law applies to the force behind a 
baseball. Other things being equal, the 
greater the sweep of the hand that drives it 
the greater the speed with which it will 
travel. As the pitcher swings his arm to 
deliver the ball the hand that holds the 
sphere roughly passes through the arc of a 
circle. His shoulder is the center of that 
circle, his arm the radius. The longer the 
radius the longer the aro, according to geom- 
etry, or, in plain baseball language, the long- 
er the arm the longer the sweep of the hand 
as it makes the delivery. 

For this law to hold true the long armed 
pitcher must go through the motions of de- 
livery in the same fraction of a second as 
the short armed pitcher. Probably pitchers 
vary in the time of this eweep, but that is 
not important. The vital point is thie: 
There is no inherent reason why they should 
vary. The long armed pitcher can move his 
arm through the sweep of the throw as fast 
as the short armed pitcher. And sinoe his 
hand describes a larger arc, actually travels 
through a greater distance, the !nexorable 
result is that he gives the ball a greater vo- 
locity because of that added length of arm. 


Has Reach of 7814 Inches. 

Johnson has an extreme reach from tip to 
tip of his outstretched hands of 78% inches. 
Vean Greeg has a reach of 77 inches. Bd 
Reulbach can extend his open palms a dis- 
tance of 78 inches. So can Slim Sallee, while 
Cy Falkenberg has a reach of no less than 
79% Inches—a full inch overtopping Johnson. 
Does this damage our theory? Not at all. 

The perfect man, so physiologists have 
taught us, has a reach exactly the same as 
his height. Actual reach is far less m- 
portant than comparative reach. That is to 
say, a 70 inch reach would be small for a six 
footer, while a reach of 62 inches would be 
large for a man but five feet high. 

We have seen that Johnson's reach is great, 
actually being topped only by Cy Falkenberg. 
If we glance at the figures comparatively the 
only intelligent way of studying them, we 
shall see Johnson's superiority.

less than 77 inches. His excess of reach 
then is 2% inches above normal. Slim Sal- 
lee has a reach of 78 inches, but the Higgins- 
port portsider surveys the world from an 
elevation of 76% inches, #0 his excess of reach 
is also 2% inches.

Are Decisive. 

Part of this extreme reach is taken up by 
breadth of shoulder, part by the nonpitching 
arm. Let us.examine the pitching arm itself 
and we will gain a more direct insight into 
the situation.

Actual Rattle in Ring Small Part 
of Fighter’s Work. 


EXPERIENCE OF M’FARLAND. 


Endured Hardships to Prepare for Ex- 
pected Go with Wolgast.

When thousands of ringsiders gaze on the 
clean cut features of a tighter as he climbs 
through the ropes for battle and later see him 
emerge from that battle without a mark to 
show that he has been in a mill, it is almost 
a cinch that many of those present are say- 
ing or thinking that it was pretty soft for 
him.” 

Not long ago Packey McFariand, the Chi- 
cago lightweight, who is just about as smart 
a miller as ever went into the ring, was talk- 
ing on the business of fighting, and it was dur- 
ing this conversation that McFarland un- 
loosened a few things that the general public 
doesn t take into consideration when it thinks 
that the life of a fighter, even though he may 
be of the most successful brand, ls easy. 
Everyone who knows anything about pu- 
giliem knows that Packey has gained the 
greatest of success as @ ring man, and besides 
the glory that goes with the mastery he has 
shown he has accumulated pretty close te 
$250,000 from his ring efforts. 


Boxing Business for Packey. 

McFariand takes pugilism seriousiy. He 
eonsiders it a business pure and simple, and 
by paying strict attention to all the details 
of that business he has gained greater wealth 
than he could have acquired in any other 
profession or business. He, more than any 
other, realizes that fact, for had he not en- 
tered the fighting ranks he believes that 
today he would be working at some trade for 
which he would have drawn only ordinary 


The Chicago fighter went into boxing be- 
cause he discovered early in life that he pos- 
sessed some points which indicated that he 
might develop into a first class pugilist. His 
deduction was correct, as events have proved, 
but at that time Packey didn’t know of the 
hardships in the life of a pugilist. But he 
knows now, and every time he leaves the ring 
after a battle and hears some one say how 
soft it is for Packey McFariand it surely stirs 
nim up to the point of ire, 

McFarland may be willing to agree with any 
of the fighting fans that some of his battles 
were soft for him, as far as the damage in- 
flicted was concerned, but the Chicago boxer 
has found, just like many another successa- 
ful miller, that the actual fighting for he 
purses is only a part of the game. It can be 
said for Packey that the actual fighting is 
really less trying and punishing than the 
training that he has to undergo to get et 
for his ring encounters. 


Weight Handicaps McFarland. 

It is unfortunate for McFarland that he is 
what may be termed a heavy lightweight, and 
according to those who are close to him, it 
is a pretty tough sort of a job for him to scale 
in at 185 pounds for a bout. Undoubtedly 
Packey would be lightweight champion of the 
world, could he make 138 pounds, the legiti- 
mate limit for the class, with any kind of 
ease. But he can't, and so he is forced to 
train down to the lowest poundage he can 
reach for his battles. 

What that training means is more than 
sufficient to make the life of the fighter any- 
thing but soft.“ It means a strict and light 
diet, it means daily road work and gym- 
namum toil, and, worse than all that, it 
means that he must absolutely abstain from 
drinking even the amaliest portion of water, 

Not long ago Packey was training for a 
bout which never did take place, but which 
was probably the most important he ever had 
scheduled. He was to tackle Ad Wolgast, 
then lightweight champion of the world, in 
a ten round contest at Milwaukee. He 
wanted that bout so badly, for he figured that 
he could beat the Michigan Bearcat” out 
of the title, that he agreed to make 133 pounds 
four hours before crawling through the 
ropes. 

Fighter Forced to Diet. 

Packey met the writer just after one of his 
gaily workouts in a Chicago gymnasium, and 
noticing the tank of water on one side of the 
gymnasium, he said: Id give anything in 
the world for a good big glassful of that 
water.” 

Packey is strong for the aqua pura, for he 
never drinks anything else, but he knew 
what water would do to a fellow making 
weight for a fight. If he had drank one glass 
of the stuff he would have taken on a good 
many ounces of weight and he knew that he 
had to leave ſt absolutely alone to make the 
notch required for the Wolgast bout. 

For days MoFarland had been hankering 
fer a drink of water and a square meal, but 
he could not have it, and worse than all 
that, he knew of another hardship even worse 
which still had to come before the actual] 
fight took place. That was the drying out 
which eomes right at the end of the training 
when the final ounces are to be taken off. 


Develop “Grouch” in Tr 

Put in three weeks or a month of that kind 
of training and the life of a fighter isn’t the 
“ softest” thing in the world by any means. 
Many boxers of the most even disposition 
have been known to grow grouchy and 
peevish and even uf v during the strenuous 
training sessions, and MeFarland for one will 
tell you that it “ hurts.” 

Take a boxer with less gray matter than 
W>Fariand, or one who lacks the head con- 
trol of the Chicago boy, and one of two 
things is certain to happen to quicken his 


to his physique which may not only end his 
fighting career but also endanger his life. 

There is one champion today on whom 
training has left its mark and that is Johnny 
Coulon, another Chicagoan, whe tops the 
heap in the bantamweight division. Little 
Coulon is actually a sick man, and he has 
been ill for the greater part of the last year. 
His condition caused him to call off a match 
with Kid” Williams, the Baltimore slug- 
ger, after he had made it for a Los|Angeles 
ring. 

Coulon Worries During Grind. 

One of the strange things about Coulon is 
the fact that he never has had a great deal 
of trouble in making the weight of 116 pounds 
for his bouts, but he is a worrier. If he is not 
feeling just right during a training spell he 
thinks that he Is not training right and wor- 
ries about it. He exaggerates his slight in- 
disposition instead of throwing it off, and 
as the result he hampers rather than im- 
proves his condition. 

The death a few years ago of Joe Gans, one 
of the greatest lightweight champions who 
ever put on a glove, is an example of what 
strenuous training does for a fighter. The 
Baltimore negro always had to go through 
the tough work in preparation for the con- 
tests and ag a result he wrecked his con- 
stitution. He was not strong enough to fight 
off an attack of tuberculosis, and though he 
spent considerable time in New Mexico com- 
bating the disease he lost the battle and 
death claimed him. He was only a young man 
when the end came, but ten years of the train- 
ing he had undergone had been enough te 
reduce a strong, rugged man to a bell.“

The ad- 
ditional beef will come partly through the 
sophomore acquisitions and partly as the 
result of development of the varsity players, 
all of whom report gains in their preliminary 
statements of condition. 


Increase of Weight This Year. 

Chicago. was lighter than several of the 
conference teams last season, especially in 
the line. The Maroon team played at 1,929 
pounds in midseason, with an average weight 
of 175 4-11 pounds, the line averaging 180 
pounds and the back field 165% pounds when 
the biggest candidates were in the lineup. 
This figure is sure to go up this year, the 
Maroons believe. 

Shorty Des Jardien, the veteran center, 
who weighed 191 pounds at the end of last 
season, has been gaining weight this sum- 
mer and will come close to the 200 pound 
division, Whiteside, the 190 pound guard, 
is lost, but Scanlon, who will weigh close to 
190 this year, will be back, and Redmond, 
the 280 pound sophomore, will do all he can 
to pull up the average.

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GOSSIP OF HARNESS HORSES 


(White Compares Blood of Peter 
the Great and Bingen. 


FORMER LEADS STALLIONS. 


Latter First as Sire of Speed at Trot 
and as Progenitor.

An Illinois breeder who takes exception 
to the statements in this column that the 
blood of Peter the Great is not breeding on 
with the certainty and in the volume that a 
first class strain should calls attention to 
the fact that this season two trotters and 
two pacters—all 3 year olds—by Peter Wood. 
son of Deter the Great, have entered th: 
standard list, making that horse the lead- 
ing son of Peter the Creat. 

„Peter Wood,” adds the correspondent, 
“is only 8 years old; I know of but one 
other son of Peter the Great with a standard 
record that is older, so it looks to me as 
though the family has a good chance to 
breed on.“ 


In considering what the Peter the Great 


family is doing in the way of breeding on 
the strain must not be judged as an ordinary 
ene, but in comparison with that of the only 
other stallion to be ranked with Peter the 
Great as a sire among the present genera- 
tion of horsefiesh. 


Bingen vs. Peter the Great. 

That horse is Bingen. These two great 
sires have been in competition for first gen- 
eration honors for several years, the,ad- 
mitted result being that Peter the Great 
outranks every stallion, living or dead, asa 
begetter of colt trotters, while Bingen stands 
first as a sire of extreme speed at the trot 
(Uhian, 1:58), and asa progenitor. His sons 
and grandsons have done more in the pro- 
duction of standard speed in the second and 
third generations than the sons and grand- 
eons of any other horse ever did in like time, 

In other words, no strain ever has bred er 
with the swiftness and the sureness snown 
by that of Bingen, and as Peter the Great 
is only two years younger than that horse 
(now dead), any comparison beiween them is 
a fair one. Thus far this season the descend- 
ants of Bingen have produced far more 
race winning trotters and pacers than have 
the sons and grandsons of Peter the Great, 
but as complete returns will not be available 
for a couple of months the figures to the close 
of 1912 are of interest and value. 


Record Set by Bingen. 

Here is what they show: Bingen is cred- 
ited with 105 trotters and 28 pacers. Twenty- 
nine sons have sired 239 trotters and 36 
pacers. Ten daughters have produced 17 
trotters and 1 pacer. Peter the Great has 
sired 94 trotters and 5 pacers. Eight sons 
have sired 11 trotters and 3 pacers. Four 
daughters have produced four trotters. This 
shows that in the first generation there is 
no great difference between the two stal- 
lions as to quantity of standard speed pro- 
duced, the figures standing 133 to 99. 

With the two years age handicap carried by 
Peter the Great the result fairly may be 
called an even break on that score, with 
Peter the Great holding a vast advantage as 
to quality, his first generation performers 
outclassing those of Bingen so greatly as 
colt trotters they are much the largest race 
and money winners, and in the matter of 
manners and gameness they likewise are far 
in advance. 

After that the argument ceases. Twenty- 
nine sons of Bingen are speed sires, com- 
peared with eight by Peter the Great, and 
ten of his daughters are dams of standard 
verformers, compared with four daughters 
of Peter the Great. Furthermore, the 
twenty-nine sons of Bingen that have made 
a start in the stud have an average of nine 
and one-half performers, while the eight sons 
of Peter the Great average less than one 
and one-half. 


All in Favor of Peter. 

In the female line it is the same story, the 
ten producing daughters of Bingen having 
seventeen performers to their credit, while 
the four daughters of Peter the Great have 
one ape. So‘ long ax Peter the Great sur- 
vives Bingen the first. generation comparison 
between the twe will continue to grow in 
favor of Peter, but that comparison, to be 
fair to both horses, should not be made after 
Peter the Great is as old as was Bingen at 


the time of his death—or at the end of 1014. 


So far ahead in speed production from gen- 
eration to generation is the Bingen blood that 
this season by far the best 8 year old ——— 
is Etawah, great grandson of Bingen, which 
has won all his starts and taken a race rec- 
ord of 2:07% against aged horses of the 2:10 
class. On the other hand, the best 2 year 
old trotter, Peter Volo, 2:09, is a son of Peter 
the Great. 

While a great grandson of Bingen is win- 
ning all the 3 year old stakes to which he is 
eligible, no grandsons or great grandsons of 
Peter the Great are prominent in the big 
events for colts. Last year the best aged 
trotter was Baden, 2:05%, grandson of Bin- 
gen; this year the position is held by Tenara, 
2:05%, daughter of Moko. Outside of the 
colt stakes the blood of Peter the Great does 
not figure. 


Makes Good on Prediction. 

Lord Dewey, the young stallion concerning 
whose breeding and possibilities as a race- 
horse of the top class mention was made in 
this column last Sunday, more than made 
good my predictions regarding him when he 
won the $10,000 event for 2:14 trotters at 
Syracuse, N. T., Tuesday, beating such cracks 
as Tenara, largest money winner ot the year; 
Reusens, winner of the M. and M. at Detroit; 
Judson Girl, Star Winter, and several others 
of less note. : 

Considering the condition of the track the 
race was a brilliant one, Lord Dewey taking 
the first and second heats in 2:08\% each, then 
eeriing a close third in another 2:08\% mile, 
and in the fifth round forcing Reusens out in 
2:18 to beat him. Lord Dewey was the real 
bero of the race, making the fight in every 
heat but the fourth, which fell to Reusens 
in 2:11%, that horse also taking the fifth in 
2:13. 

Under the conditions the race ended at 
tha! point with Lord Dewey and Reusens 
having two heats apiece. That left the de- 
cision of the $5,090 rst money not to the 
heat winning quality of either horse, but to 
their relative slowness in heais they did not 
win—which is about zero in horseracing. 
In bie nonwinning heats Lord Dewey stood 
8, 8, 2. a total of 13. while the positions of 
Reusens in the miles he failed to show in 
froni were 9, 7, 9. Hence Lord Dewey won by 
13 to 25. 

Division of M. and M. Purse.

$10,000 M. and M. on a like symposium of 
silliness, the former getting the verdict be- 
cause she was third and Alceste fourth in 
one vf the early heats.

She was sore all around in her 
Hartford race, and at Syracuse last Tuesday 
could go only one heat at a respectable pace, 
finishtng outside the money. Now that Ten- 
ara, a truly great race trotter, probably has 
finished her turf career it may be said that 
the popular impression that John H. Mad- 
den owne the mare is erroneous. 


Tenara Bred at Walnut Hall. 

Tenara was bred at the Walnut Hall farm 
of L. V. Harkness, a Standard Oll man, and 
when the 2 year olds from that place were 
sold at auction in New York City five years 
ago the filly now known as Tenara was 
bought by E. T. Bedford, another Standard 
Oil man, for about $2,200. 

Tenara was sent to the Bedford farm and 
summer home near New York and received 
her early education over the half mle track 
there, as did the famous Hamburg Belle, 
2:01U , another rhrewd purchase by Mr. Bed. 
ford. that Mare Ike wise being turned over to 
Madden after her worth was shown. Brigh- 
ton B., 211K. as a 3 year old, is another in- 
stance of the same sort. Bedford and Mad- 
den have been close in horse matters for

OU can get anrthing you want anywhere, any time 
in Chicago. For six days in the week the lid is 
lifted to an angle of 59 degrees. On the seventh 
it is ripped clear off. From the uttermost wilds 

of South Chicago to the classic realms of Lake Forest; 
from the pellucid waters of the lake to Oak Park’s sunset 
rim everybody's doing it on Sunday. 

Chicago is the livest Sunday town ia the country. 
There are few restrictions on ordinary days. These few 
disappear entirely on the day of rest. The reason where- 
for is simple: This is a workers’ town. We have no 
idlers here. Those who do not work themselves work 
others. Everybody who works must have a letup. Even 
a mechanical thing like an engine has to blow off steam 
at intervals. 


There are just as many ways of relaxation as there 
are kinds of people to relax. Chicago offers to each his 
Peculiar diversion. For him and her of musical bent it 
has the concerts and such at the Pompeiian and similar 
rooms. For those who the light grotesque would trip 
there are the sidewheel dip, Castle walk, and unhesitation 
pace. These frivolities may be witnessed and embraced 
at many restaurants, parks, and the like day and night. 
Then there are the afternoon tearooms scattered through- 
out the city. Of course, nobody really likes tea, but 
everybody likes talk and whispers and lifted eyebrows and 
shrugged shoulders. The tea appellation ise given merely 
to furnish an alibi for the gossip emporium. 
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The theater is a universal habit. It is also a broad 
term. When you speak of the theater you are talking, 


like the walrus, of many things. Sunday Chicago pre- 
sents many things. For the tired business man there is 
contour and added contour. For the roughneck there is 
the hoopla, and for the toplofty bean the problem—or 
problematic—play. Then there are the grand opera 
res and liars. If you want to see the people whose

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ads and-alds say they get $1,000 a night, and $5,000 a 
week, and $87 a minute, call around some Sunday after- 
noon when they’re giving a concert. You may not be 
able to understand how they get the money, but you can 
hear all about it. 

On Sunday in Chicago there are thousands and thou- 
sands of family outings where the family get their 
innings. These foregatherings take place either at the 
restaurants or the parks. There are about 5,000 cafés in 
the city. They prosper much on Sundays. They have 
chops and steaks and lobsters ‘aud stews. Pay your 
money and take your choice. 


It is a common wight to see four generations iu a bunch 
at a downtown restaurant. The housewife during the 
week has been earning money at home, and she figures 
that she, as well as the rest of the folks, ought to have a 
day off. So she dresses up the kids in their Sunday best, 
makes father put on his conventional black, sends over 
for grandma and for daughter-in-law and her young uns, 
and they all beat it for the loop. About the big table in 
the corner they sit throughout the afternoon, talk as much 
as they can when the orchestra is not in action, and 
spend the rest of the time in tipping the waiter. Grandpa 
recalisthe time when you and I were young, Molly, and 
granddaughter improves the shining hours by Gaby 
Deslysing between the tables. Who cares for expense? 
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In New York and sundry other puritanical communi- 
ties they won't let anybody play baseball on the Sabbath. 
In Chicago on nearly every Sunday afternoon there is a 
game between one or the other of what used to be our 
big league teams and some team from some place else. 
In addition there is a ball game in every addition, à ball 
game on every corner lot, a ball game on every street,

Bath- 
ing and swimming and diving are attractions too numer-

Far and away ahead of all the Sunday beauties of Chi- 
cago, in my estimation, are its girls, There must be a 
hundred million billion of them. I always go to the bath- 
ing beaches when wishing to gaze on the ladies fair. I 
figure I can see more of em there. A friend of mine, 
after taking a stroll up Michigan avenue, was inclined 
to doubt my eyesight.

Another friend, William Tecumser Sherman Brown, 
gets here every now and then. Brown sells some- 
thing on the road and gets a lot of geography in his 
system while bringing in the sheaves. Brown goes from 
hither to thither and back again, and be is qualified to 
act as judge and jury when trying the case of Town vs. 
Town. 

“I like to head in to Chicago for Sunday whenever 
I'm within heading-in distance,” says Brown. When 
misfortune dooms me to week-end in Boston I get noth- 
ing to eat, I get nothing to drink. All I can do is study 
the blue book and loaf in the art museum.

Sunday in Chicago’s parks witnesses an outpouring of 
the city’s great working army. very form of legitimate 
amusement is offered to the thousands who are there to 
regain the energy for another week of toil.

In Amelia Barr's autobiography there 
is a revelation of Homeric labors. Before 
Mrs. Barr began writing she had more 
than tasted of a huge cup of misfortune 
handed to her. Bankruptcy sent her and 
her husband from England to find new 
fortunes in America. Yellow fever took 
her husband and two sons in Galveston. 
Another son was bern three months later 
and died in five days. Mrs. Barr had her- 
self and daughters to support, and with 
such necessities and after such sorrows she 
found her livelihood in her pen.

At the close of the Balkan-Turkish war 
it was said that commercial travelers had 
kept out of the Balkan states for six months 
and declared that it would be six yéars be- 
tore industry could regain its round. Des- 
titution in the larger cities of Servia, Bul- 
garia, Greece, and Macedonia, Mr. Benja- 
min Matsh reported on the evidence of pri- 
vate letters, was widespread. and the gov- 
eruments unable to meet the demand even 
fer bread. The frst war had cost the 
Balkan allies about $300,000,000 in direct 
sh outlay. Since then bas ceeurred the 
desperate brief straggle to erusly Bulgaria.

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SPOILSMEN' ON THE COUNTY 
BOARD. 


The people of Cook county never have 
had clearer illustration of the necessity of 
giving more independent attention to the 
election of county commissioners than is 
given by the present board. 

The board is divided sharply between a 
group vf efficient men and a group of spoils- 
men. On virtually all questions a consist- 
ent cleavage is shown between McCormick, 
Anderson, Board, Coonley, Gard, Mitchell, | 


Burg, Fitzgerald, Harris. Kuflewski, Ma- 
laney, Nowak, and Ra gen. 

The commissioners of the first group have 
been trying to reform conuty administration, 
improve the county institutions, cut down 
pay rolls, get a dollar’s worth for the tax- 


money. Their record has been one of per- 
sistent attempts at public service. 
Contrasted with this group is the Bart- 
gen-Burg group, who lately have exposed 
themselves completely for what they are by 
refusing to permit an appropriation to pun- 


ee 
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ish vote frauds disclosed in the election by 
which they and their political allies hold 
office. 

But this is only one incident in the shame- 
less record of spoilsmanship made by this 
group. At the beginning of the term of the 
present board, President McCormick and 
the public spirited minority of the board at- 
tempted to cancel contracts whenever the 
goods were shown not to be up to specifica- 
tions. This means common honesty and 
would save thousands for the county. But 
the spoilsmen under Bartzen and Burg in- 
variably took the side of the contractor. In 
the fight over the budget the spoilsmen 
fought solidly for padding the pay rolls and 
increasing salaries, disregarding every con- 
sideration as to whether the county insti- 
ations and their service would We injured or 
not. 

When it came to letting contracts every 
device of delay or obstruction was used to 
put through contracts to political contract- 
ors, and in the case of the detention hos- 
pital contract the lowest bid was beaten, on 
the plea that it was made by a St. Louis 
concern, although the work was to be done 
by Chicago workmen. 

Throughout the term of the present board 
there has been a perpetual struggle between 
the men who, under the leadership of Presi- 
dent MeCormick, are trying to get results 
for the county, and the spollsmen who are 
eacrificing every public interest. 

The next county election should make a 
clean sweep of these spoilemen who disgrace 
the county and obstruct the constructive 
work which men like McCormick, Moriarty, 
Mitchell, Coonley, Board, Gard, and Ander- 
son are trying to do and will do when they 
have enough support. 

County commissioners in the city are nom- 
inated by the bosses, according to national- 
ity chiefly and partly because of locality. 
But what sort of representatives of the 
great Polish race are men like Kuflewski and 
Nowak? What men of their character rep- 
resent is not their nationality, but unserupu- 
lous political bosses, who make use of pa- 
triotiem for their own profit. When the next 
primaries approach, not only the Poles but 
other nationalities who have been misrep- 
resented by bad public officials should see 
that men who are a credit and not a dis- 
grace to their nationalities are offered to the 
people. 

And where unfit men are forced on the 
ticket by the bosses intelligent men of foreign 
parentage, leaders with their race, should 
prove they can be American citizens first 
of all by defeating boss-made spoilsmen of 
their own nationalities. 


LOST SONS. 


An army of young boys is annually lost 
in Chicago and in other large cities in the 
United States. They are lost by their par- 
ents aud families—they are lost to the under- 
world. The agencies which contribute to 
the loss of these young men are certain 
classes of poolrooms, saloons, and cigar 
stores. 

There is a phase of the white slave traf 
fic in the United States co which reformers 
thus far have not given adequate atten.

The second reason for publishing the let- 
ter is that it is a typical nevrasthenic out- 
put; a disposition to be uutair to others, a 
tendency to criticise and ofttimes abuse 
others ig a part of the infirmity. 

The third reason is that it sets forth the 
tendency of the person to exaggerate his 
sufferings, an inability to accurately judge 
of just how his suffering compares with 
the sufferings of others. 

The fourth reason is that it is proof of 
the fruitlessness of trying to generalize with 
neurasthenics.

In order to understand these points bet- 
In 
neurasthenia there is nerve tire. It may 
be that, through inheritance or poor food 
or a poor physique, the nerve cells are so 
constituted as to be easily tired. 

Some people are so constituted that ex- 
ertion which leaves others fresh will fatigue 
them to the point of exhaustion. In others 
the volume of work is great or the character 
of the work is so wearing that exhaustion 
comes regardless of a good inLeritance or a 
good physique or a good poise, 

In still others the work kills, not because 
it is especially hard or fatiguing but be- 
cause the individual has an untrained or 
an imperfectly trained mind. This lack of 
mental levelness, of control, causes the brain 
to exhaust itself in doing tasks which a bet- 
ter trained brain could do without fatigue.

Of these groups I think the lack of brain 
training group is the largest and most im- 
portant. Next in importance i place the 
bad inheritance group. Last of all is the 
straight work group. 

The individual who is neurasthenic has a 
physical basis fer every ill he has. His 
ditlicuity is in perspective. He cannot form 
good judgment as to the importance of his 
sufferings or the violence of bis pains as 
compared with other people's sufferings and 
pains. He knows that he suffers like a 
dog, and he does. But what he cannot ap- 
preciate or understand is that somebody 
else is suffering like two dogs. 

Back of it all lie the exhausted nerve 
cells. The nerve cells interpret things; If 
the digestion ig wrong, the nerve cells tell 
us about it. If the gall bladder is wrong, 
the story is told by the nerve cells. if 
the day is hot, the nerve cells speak for us.

To ignore the physical disorder of the 
neurasthenic ig not wise. To take the 
positiod that his recital of his sufferings is 
a gross exaggeration and that all forms of 
deception must be frowned upon ig not wise. 
To dismiss the neurasthenic with a gen- 
eralization, be it in the form of advice or 
of medicine in a bottle, is unwise. 

The individual must be carefully studied, 
a diagnosis made, and then a prolonged 


the study is to find out what physical dis- 
order is present—a much more difficult prop- 
osition than where the statement of the 
symptoms indicate accurately the condi- 
tions of the organs. 
Ofttimes the nervous exhaustion is the 


result of serious disease. In such a case, 
to make a diagnosis of neurasthenia and 
to conclude that there is no organic dis- 
ease may be to overlook some such condi- 
tion as a chronic infection of the gall blad- 
der which has produced nervous exhaustion 
as the result of years of slight suffering; 
or the disease may be cancer or something 
else. 

Assuming that the careful examination 
hag ruled out huportant diseases, there still 
are the minor disorders present, serving to 
nageand tire, and also furnishing the nub 
of the symptom which the exhausted nerve 
cells are presently to touch up, change, ex- 
aggerate, and hand out as the symptom.

The next inquiry should be to determine 
the type to which this nerve exhaustion be- 
longs. Ia inberitance at fault, or bad phys- 
ique, or bad mental habits, or overwork? 
As the result of these inquiries, diagnosis 
is to be made. And now on this diagnosis 
the treatment is to be outlined. - 

The dominating feature of the group is 
the exhausted nerves. To remedy this con- 
dition patient, plodding effort is required. 

The most important of all the groups are 
those who are neurasthenic because of un- 
trained brains: In this group belong most 
of the poor-sleeping neurasthenics, the wor- 
riers, the fretters, those who cannot pull 
because the harness frets them.

This 
apparatus is operated by gas Aqua-ammo- 
nia, contained in a _generator-abeorber, is 
heated by a gas flame. Heating the aqua- 
ammonia lberates the pure ammonia con- 
tained therein, which passes dn gaseous 
form) to a condenser, where it is condensed 
into pure ammonia liquid. As soon as enough’ 
pure ammonia for refrigeration is generated 
the gas is automatically turned off and thr 
generator-absorber le cooled by water. 

The condensed (Nquified) ammonia, pase- 
ing through a specially constructed tube and 
a regulating valve, enters the brine tank.

Thus the brine is constantly maintained at 
a very low temperature, and all moisture 
in the air circulating in the refrigerator is 
deposited on the cold surface of the brine 
tank in a thick white frost. This insyres 
the pure, cold, dry temperature necessary 
to keep foods firm.and fresh. 1

trian archduchess. 
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When the Comtesse de Chambord died 
aome time later she left her large fortune in | 
equal shares to the two sons of her sister, 
namely, the late Don Carios, pretender to | 
the throne of pam, and to his brother, | 
Prince Alphonse of Bourbon, whd is presi- 
dent of the International Anti-Dueling 
League of Europe. That is how the eldest 
son of Don Carlos—-tiamely: Don Jamie, the 
prebent Carlist pretender to the throne of 
Spain, happens to be in possession of the 
late Comte de Chambord’s Austrian chateau 
and estate of Frohsdorff, as well as of a very 
large share of the fortune of both the Comts# 
and Comtesse de Chambord. 

The political and dynastic rights et the 
Comte de Chambord went on his death to his 
kinsman, the late Comte de Paris, and are 
now vested in the latter’s son, the childless 
Duke of Orleans, on whose demise they will 
pass to Ferdinand, res de Montpensier. 


The story adout the. alleged will of the 
Comte recalis the mythical 
Polit of Peter the Great, which 
in spite of its-having been proved to be whol- 
ly bogus, is nevertheless regarded as authen- 
tic by the bulk of the Russian people, and 
which, among other things, urges them never 
to rest until they have secured possession 
of Constantinople. 

King Frederick William IV. of Prussia. 
who had been compelled by hie subjects in 
the sanguinary revolutien of 1848 to grant 
them a constitution, left a perfectly au- 
thentic political testament at his death, 
which be insisted should be submitted to each 
new ruler of Prussia on his accession to the 
throne, and in which he entreated them to 
avall themselves of every means in their 
power to withdraw from the people tha 
rights and prerogatives of the crown which 
he had been obliged to surrender to them, 
and to alienate from the throne against his 
will.

My paper making is yet an experiment 
with me.

I have an apology for: paper. 

“While I lack the pressure of heavy rolls 
to harden this paper, judging from my tests 
of color on its surface, I am sure I can make

“For my Mors I have tried out various 
barks and roots by crushing them and soak- 
ing them in water. The pure juice of the 
berries is deep and sticky. By thianing it 
with water it is transparent and pleasing in 
color, and blends perfectly with the more 
subdued tones of the bark and roots. 

“I have some good brushes which T made 
from the short stiff hair that grows around 
the nose of the hear. After selecting the 
best hair I tied it ‘together with longer hair 
and pulled it through the qu!!! of an eagle 
feather. After plugging the quill with hot 
spruce gum to secure the hair I attached s 
small stick for a handle. These brushes will 
do the trick:

“The only real weapon I have made so 
far is the bow and arrow. When I was 
boy I learned to make them for toys, but 
the ene I have now is no toy. Today I 
tested it out. and I would rather have it than 
some rifies I have seen. I can drive an ar- 
row with force enough to put it through an 
inch board. My bow of hornbeam is 
strongest I ever saw. Fora bow string I 
have used the twisted sinews from the bear. 
I have made a few arrows, tipped with 
sharp stone, and will make more and better 
ones when I wish to secure skins for cov- 
ering.”

Lunches for Workers. 


A friend of mine, living in a city with a 
population of about 80,000, earns money in 
an interesting way. On busy days, such as 
“show days, etc., the motormen and con- 
ductors are obliged to work the entire day, 
and in some cases until midnight, without 
time to procure anything to eat. The com- 
pany furnishes sandwiches for these men, 
but this woman furnishes the men with 
lunches made of good, satisfying articles and 
at the same time reasonable in price. 

She buys small pasteboard lunch boxes at 
a nominal sum—a few cents a hundred. 
The lunch consists of two large sandwiches, 
made of good home made bread and filled 
with hashed meat to which has been added 
chopped boiled egg and spread with a thin 
coating of mustard, also a pickled egg, some 
nice salad. a pickle or a couple of radishes, 
and a piece of good home made pie. For the 
sake of variety she sometimes furnishes 
creamed lettuce sandwiches, made by grat- 
ing cream cheese and lettuce together and 
adding cream, salt and pepper, using for 
filling; of sometimes the four generous 
slices of bread are buttered and placed in 
the box, and a piece of roast beef and a 
small cup of creamed peas and potatoes are 
substituted in place of sandwiches, some- 
times a large piece of home made cake in- 
stead of pie. 

She sells these lunches at 15 cents each, 
and finds a ready sale for as high as 200 
bexes on busy days. Even at this nominal 
charge she clears a handsome sum for her 
work. She employs a boy with a cart to 
take the boxes to the transfer corner, where 
they are easily disposed of. 

There is a field for this sort of work in 
numerous places, near factories, colleges, 
etc., where one will always find a host who 
either haven't the time or are not inclined 
to go out and seek refreshment when a most 
dainty and palatable lunch is served them 
at 15 cents on the spot.”

Green Grape Jelly. : 

For this purppse the wild or “fox” 
grapes, as they are called in some parts of 
the country, are the best Strip them from 
the stems and wash them, then put them 
into the preserving kettle with the water 
which adheres to them and heat them 
giowly. It is well to lay an inverted plate 
in. the bottom of the kettle that the grapes 
may not stick and scorch. Especially is 
this necessary if the cooking is done over 
gas. In this case it is better to set the 
kettle on an asbestos mat placed over the 
fame.

Spiced Grapes (1). 

Stem, wash, and pulp grapes and stew the 
pulp gently until it can be rubbed through 
@ fine colander which will hold the seeds. 
Measure the pulp. For every five pints of 
this and the juice allow a pint of cider vine- 
gar, four pounds of brown sugar, three 
tablespoons of ground cinnamon. and two 
of ground cloves. Put these with the grape 
pulp and juice, turn into @ preserving ket- 
tle, and stew slowly until very thick. Keep 
in jelly glasses or jars with closely fitting 
tops.

Spiced Grapes (2). 

Wash, stem, and pulp the grapes and seed 
them. You can do this before they are 
cooked—a tedious process—or you may cook 
them gently. as directed in the preceding 
recipe, and rub through a fine colander to 
remove the seeds. In either case weigh or 
measure the fruit after it is pulped and 
seeded and to five pounds or five pints allow 
two and a halt pounds of granulated sugar 
and a half pint of vinegar. Put these with 
the pulp and juice over the fife, add two

Ounces of whole cloves and the same quan- 
tity of stick cinnamon, broken into ema! 
pieces. Boil for half an hour, or until the 
mixture is very thick. It should be of such 
consistency that the juice ls absorbed and 
does not run. Put the fruit into jelly glasses 
while it is still very hot and cover and closc 
as you would jeily, with rounds of tissue 
paper or paraffin and metal tops. These 
finishing touches cannot be given, of course, 
until the jelly is solid and firm.

Grape Marmalade. 


Pick the grapes from the stems and 
measure them. Allow a half pint cup of 
sugar to an equa) quantity of grapes and 
then pulp the grapes. Do not throw away 
the skins, Put the pulp over the fire ine 
double boiler or à porcelain ned kettle and 
cook gently until it is so tender that the 
seeds come out when the grapes are rubbed 
through a colander. vou must use a fine 
colander, which will not permit the seeds 
to go through. Return the seediess pulp 
and the juice flowing from it to the fire 
with the skins of the grapes, add the sugar, 
and cook until the mixture is very thick; 
take from the fire and sea! in jars. 


— 
Pickled Grapés. 


For this the grapes must be Just ripe, 
but. not dead ripe or soft. They should be 
as fresh as you can get them. Pick them 
from the stems carefully, so as not to 
break the fruit, wash them and shake in 

_ @ cloth, so as to remove part of the moist- 
ure; then weigh the fruit. For every 
seven pounds of this allow four pounds of 
Stanulated sugar, a quart of vinegar, and 
put these over the fire with a teaspoonful 
each of cloves and of cinnamon tied up in 
little bags of cheescloth. Bring the vine- 
gar, sugar, and spices to the boil, and while 
they are heating pack the uncooked grapes 
in stone or glass jars. Turn the boiling 
spiced vinegar in upon them and cover. 
Press down the grapes and hold them with 
& saucer or plate from floating if they are 
in a stone crock. They will be ready for 
use at the end of ten days. Watch them 
for any Signs of fermentation, and if this 
should appear drain off the vinegar, scald 
it again, and pour it back on the gra pes 
while dolligs hot.

Do not 
use sulphur; it is too flashy. If the bed- 
stead ig of wood and turns white, va gish 
after the smoking and put quicksilver apd 
lard mixed in all crevices and joints. When 
moving into a house that looks suspicious, 
burn roll brimstone in the stone pipe holes 
of the chimney, covering chimney tops aut - 
side.

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ARIS.—{Speciel Correspondenc-.}—All 
the world is out of town, Paris being

Where the mother prefers a wool dress a 
fine, soft serge, lansdowne, wool batiste, or 
one of the simpler weaves of the new poplins 
give excellent service.

A NOVICE: The reason your corded trim- 
ming bulged was that you did not under- 
stand making it and joining it to the gar- 
ment.

According to these statistics Bulgaria holds 
the international record. The fact that the 
Bulgarian mountaineers are fond of consum- 
ing large quantities of Sour milk has led aci-. 
entists to the conclusion that sour milk and 
old age go hand in hand, 

In his examinations Dr. Elie Metchnikoff, 
the Russian author af the theory of phago- 
cytosis, has observed that the germs which 
curdle the Bulgarian milk are larger and 
more pawertul than-the ordinary germs. This 
germ has the effect of stimulating other 
germs in the body, tending to increase the 
life of a person. The white. corpuscles of 
the blood, or leucocytes, which Dr. Metchni- 
koff terms phagocytes (cells which devour), 
are nothing more nor less than the defensive 
army of the corporeal system. They espe- 
cially struggle against the microbes of putre- 
faction. This gesm—bacillus Bulgaricus—is 
being extensively introduced in this country. 

Persons have been known to attain a ripe 


old age by living careless lives, but these 
cases are rare. Hygiene plays an importaat 
part in longevity, but there are several an 
ishing exceptions to this rule. 

One Scotchman who ed ‘at the age of 140 
is reported to have been drunk almost every 
night of his young life.

and twentieth milestone ordered inscribed upon 
his tombstone the fact that he had been drunk

government is so generous with all 
the women in its employ who decide to 
marry. Anyway. last year more than $125,- 
000 was spent in dowry presents to women 
who married, and since even more seem to 
be marrying this year the amount is er- 
pected to reach $150,000 at the least esti- 
mate. So it is apparent the god of love 
does cost the state considerable every year. 

Every girl in the postoffice receives a dowry 
from the government when she marries, the 
amount varying according to her length of 
service. And since the National Telephone 
company’s system has been transferred to 
the state a great many more women and 
girls have entered the government employ, 
which means infinitely more marriage dow- 
ries. 

The distribution of the marriage dowries 
is welcomed by nobody so much as by the 
postal staff themselves, for, although the 
women get the money, the members of the 
male staff so often marry postoffice women 
that. the interest in the government “nest 
egg becomes quite mutual.

S LOVE dead? Is marriage going out of 
. fashion? I, for one, do not think so. I 
bave too much faith in human nature.

Test of the Perfect Affinity. 

For the perfect affinity, men and women 
must have just the proper amount of mascu- 
linity and feminénity to complete each other 
into a harmonious, perfect whole. Or, to put 
it mathematically, if a man has in his compo- 
sition three-quarters male and one-quarter fe- 
male characteristics, he requires as his nec- 
essary complement and affinity a woman who 
has three-quarters female and one-quarter 
male characteristics.

Red-bearded, like Nero, he has the sign of 
Warwardness, a female minus quality. 
Scanty bearded, too, he has another female 
sign. Thick neck, sign of violence, maseu- 
Unity. Heavy, sensual lips, sign of uxori- 
ousness, female quality. Weak mouth, eyes 
too close together, all female qualities. signs 
of insincerity. All in all, more of a woman 
than a man in spite of his blusterings, his 
mouthings and cruelties. 

The formula of Henry VITI. would read, 
to my thinking: „ man + % woman, or, at 
the outside, % man + ½ woman.

When we have a weak man, what I shoul!

Why can’t they muffle their 
cough in their handkerchiefs, instead 
of barking it out? Many a time, just 
as I am about to speak an explanatory 
word, one on which much may depend, comes a loud, boorish cough, 
blotting the whole thing out, so to speak — destroying the scene — 
marring the whole play. This is no exaggeration. Such a nuisance is 
the cough that I watch for it, I feel it coming on — that hack! hack! 
hack! — just before it begins. I pause and let him get over it. 


A Universal Pest 


It is a universal paradox that vanity, which usually prompts people to 
be attractive, causes them to come late to the play just to make a stir, 
a show, disorganizing a row of persons, annoying the whole house, 
causing a let-down in the work of the players, and on the whole making

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Yangtsze River flood I wandered 
one day through the narrow streets 
of a Chinese city. The flood was 
lapping at the city walls and had 
submerged some of the lower 
streets, but none of the prominent 
citizens on whom I called knew any 
of the details. They agreed with 
me that there was a flood, but at 
that point the interviews ended, I 
was about to dismiss the interpreter, there being no 
one else to interpret, when he, for the first time, did a 
sensible thing and took me to see the head beggar. 
He was a very intelligent and capable old man, 
with a venerable grey queue, and while answering 
my questions about the flood he told me a great deal 
about the profession of begging as it is conducted in 
China. He had been chosen for his office by all the 
beggars of the city and became their autocratic head, 
acting as their business manager and official repre- 
sentative in all dealings with the police and trades 
people. Here, as in most other Chinese cities, beg- 
ging has been thoroughly systematized. The beggars 
are apportioned between the streets under separate 
chiefs and all are under the control of the head 
beggar. No beggar is allowed off his own street in 
his professional capacity, nor can he beg there ex- 
cept on the first and the fifteenth day of each month. 
This arrangement was made by the head beggar after 
many conferences with the merchant guilds, and he 
is very proud of his achievement, as it enables his 
people to loaf on all except two days of the month, 
and gives the least amount of annoyance to the shop- 
keepers. On the — 4. — days, the beggars, in 
company, canvass their street, and the proprietor of 
each shop gives their chief the money to be divided 
between them. The amount given depends on the 
size of the shop, according to a well regulated scale.

tion, but it is only a part of that great system of 
guilds which, in China, links competition and co- 
operation. The €hinese recognized the wasteful- 
ness incidental to competition when ancestors of 
American monopolists were clouting each other over 
the head in petty tribal wars, and have for centuries 
been working with that idea of co-operation to which 
America is giving more and more attention. 

If there are fifty tea dealers in a Chinese city, the 
tea guild will consist of fifty members. It is one of 
the traditions of every trade that all shall belong to 
the appropriate guild. There is no hanging back, 
and soliciting of members by the secretary or the 
membership committee, as in the case of American 
organizations of business men. The guild member- 
ship is as much a part of the business as the sign in 
front of the shop, and so jealous are the guild mem- 
bers of the prestige of their organization that they 
do not hesitate at very strong measures to uphold it. 


A Cantonese restaurant keeper set up in business in 
Shanghai two years ago, and for some reason de- 
cided to keep out of the local guild. For a few weeks 
his business showed no ill effects; then the restaurant 
began to attract a strange lot of customers. They 
came in just before each busy hour and filled all the 
tables. Many of them brought their own food and 
bought nothing but an oecasional pot of tea. More- 
over, they lingered so long that no one else was able 
to enter the restaurant until after the regular dining 
hour. They came regularly, and if one went away, 
his place was immediately filled by another, who also 
ordered nothing but tea. Now no restaurant keeper 
can make money selling tea at one cent a pot, and 
the Cantonese was soon within speaking distance of 
failure, Then he did what he should have done at 
first. He asked all the members of the restaurant 
keepers’ guild to a dinner and a theatrical perform- 
ance. They elected him to membership, and the next 
day his strange customers had disappeared. 

In America, the development of trade might often 
be epitomized: competition, organization, monopoly. 
In China, thanks to the guild system, it is: organiza- 
tion, co-operation, competition. Business men in the 
same line compete with each other, but there is a 
point beyond which the individual eannot go. By 
hard work, economy, and careful attention to busi- 
ness, he may build up a large trade and grow wealthy, 
as many of them do, but he must observe the golden 
rule, The unwritten law is that he cannot do anything 
which would discredit the guild as a whole or injure 
the business of a fellow member. China has no anti- 
trust laws and no trusts. The guilds insure fair com- 
petition, and in that way they solved the trust prob- 
lem centuries before it was born in the Western world.
